STAR ROUTES. 
A WARRANT HAS BEEN ISSUED FOR FORE- 
MAN DICKSON’S ARREST, 
Special Dispatch to Tue Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnrxctox, D. C., Oct, 27.—The De- 
partment of Justice has decided to ask the 
newspapers of the country to print, to-mor- 
row morning, some 12,000 words, which con- 
tains the story of the alleged attempt of 
Dickson to secure money from the Depart- 
ment of Justice, as it is construed by the paid 
officers of that department. There is in this 
vast amount of matter absolutely no fact 
which has not already been published in de- 
tail by the newspapers, and the end of the 
prolix story is not yet. 

THERE ARE TO BE DISMISSALS 
from the Department of Justice of several 
officials who are charged with betraying the 
secrets of the department to the star-route 
people. The proof is said to be complete, 
MORE OF WELLS’ VERBOSITY, 
To the Western Associated Preas. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—Special- 
Counsel H. H. Wells, investigating the at- 
tempts to bribe the jurorsin the star-route 
trial, says in his report to the Attorney- 
General of Juror Dickson’s sworn statement 
of Aug. 23, that “it was be used, not for his 
own protection aginst assaults (bribery by 
Bowen and Cameron). but as means of 
persuading his fellow-jurymen into a ver- 
dict of acquittal, and was accordingly 
so used, after the jury had retired, and when 
they were considering their verdict, and in 
violation of the instructions of the court.” 
The report continues: The testimony of 
Judge Hoover, confirming in vital particu- 
lars the account given by Cameron and 
Bowen of the interviews with Dickson, 
seems to remove all reasonable doubt as to 
what this alleged bribery transaction really 
was, and appears toshow that the foreman 
of that jury—the most active of all its mem- 
bers in the discussions and manipulations an- 
tecedent to the verdict—was not bribed or 
attempted to be bribed by Bowen. It seems 
to show he entered into discussions 
with that person that were plainly in- 
tended as an invitation to bribery; that 
he sought Cameron under protest, but with 
the purpose of inviting discussion, sugges- 
tions, or intimations which might afterwards 
be placed before the jury with the purpose 
ot procuring a verdict of acquital.”’ 

A WARRANT WAS ISSUED THIS EVENING 
for the arrest of William Dickson, on the af- 
fidavit of Juror McNelly, for endeavoring to 
improperly influence the verdict of the star- 
route jury. Another warrant was issued for 
his arrest on the affidavit of Brewster Cam- 
eron, with the affidavits of Henry A. Bowen 
and Judge Wilson W. Hoover attached as 
exhibits, charging Dickson with conspir 
with George W. Driver and others to 
money from the United States through 
Brewster Cameron for the purpose of im- 
peding justice. 

DICKSON AT MIDNIGHT 
stated that he had not heard of the issuance 
of the warrants for his arrest until a late 
hour tonight. They had not yet been served, 
and he could be found at home in the morn- 
ing.

There is some- 
thing almost like positive unkindness to the 
army in refusing to allow two such worthy oh- 
cers as 

GEN. HUNT AND GEN. GETTY 
to retire with the rank of Brigadier-General. 
They both could bave been given this rank and 
the honor they so well deserved without delay- 
ing the promotion of Gen. Mackenzic for a full 
year. Their promotion would not have imperiied 
his advancement in any way, and we can weil 
believe that it was the sident’s disposition to 
give the artillery the benefit of the promotions 
through all the grades which would have been 
consequent upon the advancement of two 
Colonels to Brigadier-Generalsbips. Gen. Grant 
is understood to have been less urgent in behalt 
of Gen. Pope than for Gen. Mackenzie. Sheri- 
dau was strongly in tavor of the promotion of 
Mackenzie, aad the President undoubtedly 
yielded to their influence. 

GEN. MACKENZIE 
was a nephew of the famous John Slidell, 
whose real name was Mackenzie. Gen. Mac- 
kenzie was also an officer of the famous cav- 
alry régiment to which Gen. Robert E. Lee 
belonged.

ATTEMPTED MURDER. 
SUICIDE OF THE WOULD-BE MURDERER. 
Special Disvatch to Ide Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 27.—An apparently inex- 
plicable attempt was made today to kill 
Lewis Lyon, President of the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company. The assailant was 
Charles Schwartz, foreman of the feed de- 
partment, and a nephew of Mr 
Lyon, who, after shooting at the Presi- 
dent twice and believing that he 
had killed him, deliperately took his own 
liie. The whole affair is enveloped in much 
Mystery, as no one is able, or at least 
willing, to furnish the slightest clew or 
a motive. Besides Mr. Lyon and his 
assailant there was no witness w the 
shooting except a small office boy, who, be- 
tween fright and fear, tells a disconnected, 
incoherent story of the occurrence. Schwartz 
has beea in the employ of the road for many 
years, and was regarded as a faithful, hon- 

est, and industrious employé. 
HIS DUTIES 
were such that he was compelled at stated 
times toconfer with the officers of the road 
in regard to the method of conducting his 
department. Schwartz was at the building 
early in the morning attending to his duties. 
Nothing unusual was noted in his behavior, 
He gave his orders freely to the men of 
whom he had charge, and was seen to go up 
the stairs leading to the President’s offices. 
The President’s offices are on the Third ave- 
nue side of the building, and consist of two 
rooms. Mr. Lyon was seated at his desk in 
the private office a little before 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. The office boy was the orly 
occupant of the other room. Schwartz hur- 
riedly entered the private office, and almost 
before the President was aware of his visit 
cried: “lam going to shoot you!” Imme- 
diately Schwartz 
RAISED HIS HAND AND FIRED 

at Mr. Lyon, but the ball only whizzed past 
the President’s ear. Before Mr. Lyon could 
retreat to a place of safety or attempt 
to disarm his assailant Sehwartz had 

in drawn his pistol and fired another 
shot. This also was aimed wide of 
the mark, hutit passed so closely to Mr. 
Lyon’s face that some of the powder became 
imbedded in his forehead. Mr. Lyon jumped 
from his chair and coneealed himself under 
the table at which he was sitting. Schwa

This time the marksman’s 
aim was more accurate, tor he fell to the 
floor with blood gushing freely from the 
wound.

THE NOISE OF THE THREE SHOTS 
soon attracted a number of people to the of- 
fice. Capt. Gunner, of the Twenty-eighth 
Precinct, was hear the spot at the time, and 
he was one of the first to enter the room 
after the shooting. Whena — entered 
the room he tound Schwartz lying in 
a pool of blood, and some distance away an 
old-fashioned pistol of large size, known as 
a British Bulldog,” lay on the floor. Mr. 
Lyon was greatly excited, and thought at 
the time that one of the shots 
had taken effect on him. A 
close examination, however, showed 
that his face had simply been scorched, and 
otherwise he was uninjured. Schwartz was 
taken to the hosvital. Dr. Danborn exam- 
ined the wound, which was so large that he 
was able to insert his fingerinit. Schwartz 
died about fifteen minutes after reaching the 
hospital. 

THE MOTIVE FOR THE ACT, 

if known, has been successfully concealed. 
Mr. Lyon repeatedly stated that he was ab- 
solutely ignorant of any reason that would 
cause his nephew to shoot him. He ex- 
pressed great thankfulness at having 
escaped what at one time seemed to 
be certain death. The only theory 
he could advance was that his — had 
suddenly become crazy. At the stable it was 
whispered by persons. not authorized to 
Speak that Schwartz had had some trouble 
with his uncle, and that he had been driven 
frantic by what he supposed was a great 
wrong. done him by Mr. Lyon.

VERE FOSTER, A WELL-KNOWN IRISH 
PHILANTHROPIST. 
To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CutcaGco, Oct. 27.—Mr. Vere Foster, the well- 
known Irish philanthropist, arrived in Chicago 


teasive journey through the Northwest, in- 
cluding Manitoba and the Red River cvuntry, 
having traveled, as be said, to the end of the 
track I. e.: to tno daily-shiftmg terminus of 
the Canada Pacific Railway. 

The labors of Mr. Foster in connection with 
works of benevolence and education in Ireland 
during the past thirty-Gve years are widely 
known and deservedly recognized on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

Commencing in 1850-’51, Mr. Foster first in- 
itiated his method of assisting destitute and de- 
serving Irish girls to emigrate to the United 
States, and from chat period until the breaking 
out of the War of the Rebellion in 18600-"61, he 
paid the passage of many tbousands, and had 
aided them to find service and respectabie em- 
ployment on arrival. In furtherance of this 
generous work Mr. Foster visited the Northern 
Stutes in 1851 and made a protracted journey to 
the West, notably through Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin, which be traversed on foot and in 
stages. By this means the information ac- 
quired during dis journey and through 
an extended system of correspondence 
he was enabled to direct the immigrant giris to 
places and localities where they would be cer- 
tain to find suitable domestic employment. Thus 
a considerable number of these giris made their 
way in those early duys to Chicago, Springfield, 
Jacksonville, Decatur, Joliet, and other points 
in this State, and to Jauesville and Beloit in 
Wisconsin, besides of course the already great 
numbers who found homesteads in the Eastern 
States. 

Mr. Foster subsequently visited this country 
almost annually up to 1857, and acquired a wide 
knowledge especially of the conditions of farm 
and froutier life, which he turned to useful ac- 
count for the benefit of tha emigrant in 
pamphlets and letters to the newspapers giving 
information for their guidance on arrival. 

In consequence of the commercial crisis of 
1857 and following it the American Civil War, 
Mr. Foster suspended for the time bis work in 
assisting emigants; but when the distress 
in Ireland in 1878-"9 assumed an aggravated 
form, he again addressed himseif to the task. 
Having applied to the leaderof the National 
party without result, Mr. Foster fell back on his 
own resources. His methods were ex ingly 
simple and plain. He had no bureaus, societies, 
or committees. The entire machinery was in 
his own control, and required only correspond-

Mr. Foster is a well-preserved, venerable- 
looking gentleman of 65 years of age, 
and is still a bachelor. It has been suggested 
that his benevoleat work in behalf of the Lrish 
girls proceeds from the motive to make amends 
to the sex in general for his failure to adopt a 
wedded life. He seeks to the means 
of making many rather than oue 
of the sex happy! It is certainly 
a generous expiation. Mr. Foster has given 
liberal benefactions to the cause of puhile sdu- 
cation in Ireland and done much to impru¥s the 
sanitary condition and interior comfort of the 
achool-bouses tn the rural districts. Though not 
building extreme or advanced views on the [rish 

uestion, Mr. Foster is warmly in favor of a ro- 

orm in the land system and hopes to see 
a general improvement in the condition of the 
people. While friendly to emigration as one of 
the agencies of relief both for the individual 
and the country, does not regurd it as 
panacea. He has t in the course of his jour- 
ney in the West-hundreds whom he bad aided to 
emigrate; and he found them in a condition far 
above what their most sanguine dreams could 
have induiged in at home as possibile of attain- 


ment. 

During bis brief sojourn in this city Mr. Fos- 
ter, in company with Mr. William J. Onahan, 
visited the Union Stock-Yards, the Exposition 
Building, and many other places of note and in- 
terest. including a visit to the chief editor of 
THe TRIBUNE. 

Mr. Foster expressed himself as both amazed 
and delighted with the evidence of the phenom- 
enal growth of Chicago, and predicts forita 
still more wonderful future. 

The distinguished gentieman left the city yes- 
terday by the Grand Trunk Railway for Toron- 
to, and will thence p to New York and 
Boston.

Tue details of a cowardly murder in 
Nicholasville, Ky., are given in a dispatch 
from Lexington.

THE news received in Washington regard- 
ing the situation and outlook in New York is 
not very reassuring. Judge Folger is as- 
sured by his friends that his prospects are 
good, but Jay Hubbell, Chairman of the 
Congressional Touching Committee, is by 
no means hopeful. Chauncey Depew is at 
a loss to estimate appearances.

The Republican 
doetrines are as good as they ever were: it is 
the ticket that won’t go down. 


THE REAL LOCAL ISSUE. 

To the people of Chicago the choice of 
county officers is of more importance than 
the outcome of the election in the State or 
the complexion that shall be given to the 
next Congress by the elections throughout 
the country. For a time there was danger 
that this fact would be obscured by the con- 
troversy over the theories of prohibition. 
But there: are now signs of a revulsion of 
popular sentiment which will be fatal to 
Mike McDonald’s ticket. Among these the 
manifest determination of the Germans not 
to be used under a false pretense to assist in 
the election of unfit men who are backed by 
disreputable and dangerous influences is the 
most significant. From day to day the 
Staats- Zeitung is emphasizing this feature of 
the campaign. It demands that the butter and 
the hair shall be served on separate dishes. 
It eliminates the liquor controversy entirely 
from the struggle for the county offices. It 
recommends its constituents to exercise dis- 
cretion in voting for the Legislative candi- 
dates, but warns them that the administra- 
tion of justice, the safe-keeping of the county 
funds, the management of county affairs, the 
control of courts and juries, and the mani- 
fold responsibilities attached to the various 
offices in the county which are to be filled at 
the approaching election can in nowise affect 
legislation concerning the liquor trale. To 


Democrat who does not make a business of 
politics disputes for a moment that, with one 
or two exceptions, his party ticket is incom- 
parably worse than the Republican ticket, 
and no better in the ease of those exceptions.”’ 
There remains also the other fact, which 
goes uncontested, that the Democratic ticket 
has been put in the field and the Democratic 
campaign is absolutely managed by Mike Me- 
Donald, the boss gambler of Chicago. who has 
for years used his influence for the protec- 
tion of the criminal classea, No citizen of 
Chicago who has property interests at stake, 
ora home to protect, or sons to save from 
contamination, or the cause of public peace 
and social welfare at heart, whether he be 
American, German, Lrish, or Scandinavian, 
whether he be a Democrat or Republican, 
can afford to support McDonald and his 
gang. 

Thesame argument which the Staats-Z ci- 
tung addresses to the Germans to prevent 
them from being misled in the county elec 
tion by their opposition to prohibition applies 
with equal force to all who would be dis- 
posed to favor the prohibition experiment if 
that question werein issue. Such persons 
may be justified in discriminating by their 
votes for members of the Legislature aceord- 
ing to their preferences or prejudices. They 
may possibly be able to persuade themselves 
that they can help the prohibition cause by 
running separate candidates and thereby as- 
sisting to elect a larger number of Democrats 
to the Legislature. They may nurse the de- 
lusion that the sacrifice of a Republican in 
the United States Senate to a Democratic 
Legislature in Illinois can in some mysteri- 
ous way hasten the submission and adoption 
of a prohibition amendment to the State 
Constitution. But the wildest enthusiasm 
on the subject of prohibition cannot demon- 
strate that the election of Mike McDonaid’s 
man as Sheriff will contribute to the progress 
of the prohibition movement. Not a single 
county officer. to be elected this fall can ex- 
ereise the slightest official influence in the 
determination of the prohibition issue. 
Either the Democratic ticket or the Repub- 
lican ticket is bound to be elected. The suc- 
cess of the Republican ticket holds out the 
hops for continued good government; the 
success of the Democratic ticket threatens 
the ascendency of Mike McDonald and im- 
munity to the criminal classes. That is all 
there is of the county election, and good eiti- 
zens cannot conscientiously go outside that 
issue whether they are for or against prohi- 
bition. They might as reasonably be gov- 
erned by their opinions on church dogma or 
family discipline in voting for or against 
Mike McDonald as to be influenced by their 


CHAN GE. 

The wealth of the country is increasing ac- 
cording to the best statistical authority at 
the rate of about $1,000,000,000 a year. Last 
week the Governing Committee of the New 
York Stock Exchange listed new securities 
to the amount of $61,000,000. This is at the 
rate of over $3,000,000,000 a year. No matter 
how fast the country grows Wall street 
printing presses can keep up with it, and 
pass it by. It is not a wonder the public 
have become discouraged by their inability 
to buy bonds as fast as Gould, and Vanaer- 
bilt, and Seney, and all that crowd, can is- 
sue them, The secrets of the chromo busi- 
ness, however, are beginning to be under- 
stood. The public appetite shows signs of 
becoming palled. 

Large blocks of bonds that were issued 
over a year ago with all the blow and bluster 
of iying prospectuses, and that have been 
puffed by every agency known to the Wall 
street bond-vender, remain still en bloc. In- 
yestors will not buy them. Even speculators 
are afraid of them. Europe, which has so 
often come to the help of an overfed security 
market, has been made timid by the unend- 
ing stream of new stocks and bonds. Possi- 
bly the apeculative capabilities of the public 
are not yet exhausted, and a new wave of ex- 
eitement may come, in which these unsold 
issues, like those of the Reading, the Texas 
Pacific, and some of the Mexican schemes 
may be seattered. But the present outlook 
isnot good for any such revival of the de- 
mand for these fiat forms of wealth. The 
markets are glutted. 

Overproduction is a periodical phenome- 
non in manutacturing and commerce. It 
may appear on the ock exchange. The fa- 
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changes of the world the best markets in ex- 
istence for capital and brains. Conscience is 
not a marketable commodity there. The 
largest fortunes of today in Europe and 
America are stock-exchange wealth. 

But it is not likely that another generation 
will see the accumulation of fortunes at 
these bourses continued at any such rate. 
‘The press are making the public even in the 
backwoods familiar with the thimble-rigging 
games that are practiced there. The birds 
that Darwin could take up in his hand when 
he first visited the Galapagos Islands will 
fly now if a man comes within sight. In 
another generation the American investor 
will perhaps learn that it is his feathers that 
so gayly bedeck Vanderbilt, Sage, Keene, 
Gould, and Cammack. Nor is it an absolute

M’DONALD AS A PROFESSIONAL BONDS- 
MAN 


In another column of this issue will be 
found a list of recognizances given by Mike 
McDonald in open court since Jan. 1, 1882. 
It will be seen that the namé of McDonald 
figures in every variety of ball bond in eri mi- 
nal cases from assault with intent to kill to 
keeping a common gaming-house, running 


through the list of “ selling liquors to drunk 


ards,” carrying concealed weapons,” “ lar- 
ceny,” “ forgery,’’ and “ robbery.” Michael 
has been doing a thrifty business in recog- 
nizances. He is a professional bondsman. 

While the list is a very long one, including 
bonds for sixty-six offenders in the lower 
court and twenty-one appeal bonds, it repre- 
sents but a small part of MebDonald's busi- 
ness in this line during the last four years. 
Mike McDonald’s name has desecrated more 
bail-bonds in serious cases since Harrison 
came into office than the names of any other 
ten or twenty men. And why? Because 
since then he has been the admitted head of 
the professional eriminals of Cook County— 
a real source of political influence —one 
who has the ability to suspend or set in mo- 
tion the police power of the city. If he 
should obtain the same power in the County 
Government that he now has in the City Gov- 
ernment, the administration of justice would 
be in his hands. He could set up his brace 
game” in the Criminal Court. If he had his 
dear friend McGarigie in the Sheriff's office, 
it would be easier for him than it is now to 
arrange matters when bonds were forfeited. 
Hence his suspicious interest in the nomina- 
tion and election of McGarigle. 

McDonald has a double motive to desire an 
accommodating Sheriff When money is de- 
posited with him to secure him for the use 
of his name on a bond, itis for his interest, 
first, that the criminal who left the money 
with him should be driven out of town; this 
the city police can do forhim. Secondly, it 
is a his interest that judgments on the 
forfeitures should not be pressed against 
him. This an accommodating Sheriff like 
MeGarigle, who has often taken his mid- 
night potations over Mike’s bar, could easily 
arrange. He isa thrifty fellow—is Michael. 

If the Bourbous get control of the county 
as well as of the city offices, McDonald’s 
bread will be buttered on both sides. The 
safer the business of buying and selling 
justice is the more largely will he go into it, 
It he can get his creatures in the County 
Board, and so direet the drawing of juries, 
he will be able not only to furnish bail-bonds 
“on short notice and easy terms,“ but to 
guarantee an acquittal on any charge at 
greatly-reduced rates; or he will clear 
those who pay tribute to him, and convict 
those who don’t. 

Honest voters of Cook County who expect 
to have no favors to ask in the Criminal 
Court, but wish only to see justice done 
there, will vote against the “brace-game” 
candidate for Sheriff and all his associates. -

BENEVOLENT RAILROAD BUILDING. 

Whoever is to profit by the sale just an- 
nounced of the Nickel-Plate Railroad, the 
public is certain to lose. Though the enter- 
prise has been planned and carried out by a 
great philanthropist, the public has been a 
loser from the start. The public does not 
have good luck with the modern style of 
philanthropists. The construction of the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis Road, which 
is the long name of what is known as the 
Nickel-Plate, was begun but three years 
after Mr. Vanderbilt had declared publicly 
that there were five trunk lines with but 
business enough for two.” The inspiring 
idea of the benefactor who planned the 
Nickel-Plate was not to give the publica 
needed convenience, nor to help it by setting 
up a competitor alongside a monopoly. 

The philanthropy had a double idea. It 
was aimed first to “strike” the Lake Shore 
for what is known among burglars and poli- 
ticlans asa “divvy.” The Lake Shore was 
then, in 1880, earning 11.28 per cent net on its 
stock and paying dividends of 8 per cent; 
and was also paying the interest on a total 
bonded debt of about $40,000,000, The 
Nickel-Plate schemers proposed to divide 
this and conquer. Their second purpose was 
to take advantage of the new public appetite, 
then fresh, for chromos and lithographs of 
stock. The enterprise, it will be seen, was 
preéminently one of those charities that be- 
gin at home—and end there. 

To cater to the public demand for railroad 
paper, the road was stocked and bonded in 
the most modern style. In his recent memor- 
able interview at Chicago, Mr. Vanderbilt 
described the road “asa bank of dirt, with 
two strings of second-class steel rails extend- 
ing to Buffalo.” Against the 521 miles of 
this second-class, steel-trimmed dirt-bank, 
the Seney syndicate issued bonds and stock 
to the amount of $132,000 a mile. It was 
built, according to others than Mr. Vander 
bilt, in a very shabby way, with wooden cul- 
verts, light rails, and without ballasting. 
The members of the syndicate, for every 
$15,333 cash paid inte the pool, received the 
following allotment of securities:

Eighty 
per cent of the stock was placed in one block 
in trustin New York, so as to prevent any 
one of the philanthropists from selling the 
others out. If, as is probable, only enough 
ofthe stock has been sold to transfer the 
control, the manipulators of it will make 
something handsome dealing out the rest of 
their holdings to the public on the boom that 
may follow the announcement that the 
Nickel-Plate has become a Vanderbilt road. 

Indications seem to be that it is Vander- 
bilt who Is the purchaser, but whether it be 
Vanderbilt, or Gould, or any other railroad

Gould as a Wabash outlet, and to compete 
with the Lake Shore, the railroad war that 
will ensue will while it lasts be a disturber 
of all business calculations, and when it ends, 
as all rallroad wars do, in a pool, the public, 
like the Egyptians, will have to pay the cost 
of their own subjugation. The Nickel-Plate 
is an eleemosynary institution, and which- 
ever way its control goes the public must 
pay. If there had been at Washington a 
Railroad Commission like those in Massa- 
chusetts and England the construction of 
this road would have been forbidden on 
grounds of the highest public policy, Our 
industrial interests did not require another 
road on this route, and the more roads there 
are to be pooled the more will the public be 
compelled to pay, so that the roads may have 
enough to divide, 


HARRISON'S DEFENSE OF WHISKY. 

Mr. Harrison, for the benefit of the Ger- 
mans, has posed as a Kentucky whisky- 
drinker, and has devoted his spread-eagle 
eloquence to a panegyric of sod-corn juice 
as the proper drink for Germans, instead of 
beer, informing them that they are making 
beer-barrels of themselves, and that he doesn’t 
like to see them with big stomachs, The 
Kentucky whisky Mayor says: 


Kentucky, where I was raised, is a ee 
State for making whisky. Up to the time | was 
23 c of age | never saw a man who bad the 
delirium tremens. [knew a great many men 
who drank too much, and a good many of them 
were not often sober. They were a nuisance, 
but they were not poisoning themselves, for 
good old Bourbon don’t give one the delirium 
tremens. A fellow would drink: it, go to bed, 
sweat it out. get up in the morning, do his work, 
go to drinking again, drink all the evening, and 
sieep well at night, and yet he was a tolerably 

sort of a fellow after ail. 


Tfaving insulted the Germans by declaring 
that beer makes taem stupid and fat, he holds 
up before them as their proper drink the 
poisonous fiery liquids of his native State, 
which turn men into swaggering bullies and 
brawlers, and eventually cerry them off by 
eating holes through their stomachs. He 
holds up for imitation, as the good sort of 
a fellow,” the Kentucky whisky-drinking 
loafer, the loud-mouthed Bourbon braggart, 
squirting tobacco juice, brandishing revolver, 
aud picking quarrels with every one who 
comes between his drunken dignity and the 
wind. Is not this an edifying spectacle? 
The Mayor of the great City of Chicago, with 
its vast business interests, its immense re- 
sources, its great responsibilities as the 
feeder of the world, its splendid men and 
women laboring earnestly in great religious 
and educational and social reforms, standing 
up before an audiencé and urging upon them 
to adopt the villainous poisonous compounds 
known as whisky for their drink, and to sub- 
stitute for the temperance of beer the intem- 
perance of poison! 

After setting forth the Kentucky whisky- 
drinker as a type we are next treated in the 
same speech to a picture of Mike McDonald 
as a pretty good man,“ and an intimation 
that it would be a good thing for Chicago if 
he ran the City Government. Unfortunately 
Chicago has had painful experiences in both 
directions. If one wants to know the effects 
of whisky, which Mr. Harrison not only 
condones but advocates, he has only to look 
at the southwestern wards of this city with 
their nightly rows, brawls, fights, and mur- 
ders. How Mike McDonald runs this city is 
shown in the gambling-houses of Clark 
street and the horrible dens on State street, 
and Third avenue, and Canal street, 
where every species of vice is open- 
ly practiced and defies interference 
from police or the law authorities. 
Well may honest, moral, temperate, and 
law-abiding citizens look on with astonish- 
ment that even Carter Harrison ventures to 
go so far at Mike MeDonald’s bidding as to 
stand up in his place, the Mayor of a great 
city, and openly advise people to drink whis- 
ky, with the horrible effects of it all round 
him, cursing the city and injuring its good 
name. And sueh a man as this, self-branded 
with disgrace, has the audacity to desire to 
go to the United States Senate! How long 
will it be before the law-abiding Americans 
and the temperate Germans will indignantly 
rise and crush out this McDonald and his 
man, Oarter Harrison, and rescue the city 
from the thugs and harridans that infest its 
principal streets ? 


HARRISON AND THE GERMANS. 
Mr. Carter Harrison, in one of his Ger- 
man ” speeches, said: 


I have just left Miller’s Hall, onthe North 
Side, which was packed, and jammed, and 
crammed with Germans who have always voted 
the Republican ticket. I never saw a happier- 
looking set of men. Their faces had but one 
expression—“ Alu't we glad we've got out of 
the wilderness.“ I have seen many happy ones 
on the mourners’ bench, who had come up to be 
prayed for, and knew they were saved, but I 
never sawa more delighted set of men, who 
feit that, at last, they were out of the rotten old 
Republican party and had been taken to the 
bosom of the Democratic party.

The blasphemous character of Mr. Harri- 
son’s illustration in the above extract, and 
the slur which is cast upon one of the most 
sacred forms of one of our largest denomina- 
tions, are sufficiently apparent and do not 
need our protest. Such a profanation will 
meet with resentment in its proper place, but 
there is a declaration contained in the extract 
which may be criticised from the political 
point of view. Who are these men who have 
left the “rotten old Republican party,” and 
who have been taken into the bosom of the 
Democratic party? Who are these men who 
havecome “out of the darkness into the 
light”? The Germans. 

Who are the Germans? They are the men 
who helped to form this “ rotten party,” and 
who for twenty-five years have worked in 
its “rotten” organization and helped to 
carry its standards and win its victories.

They are the men who have been 
the supporters of this rotten” party, oecu- 
pying an honorable place in its councils, in- 
spiring and originating many of its “ rotten “ 
principles, and supporting them with their 
voice and their votes. For twenty-five years 
they have made thé mistake of presenting 
and supporting these rotten principles 
and willfully remaining in its “ rotten” or- 
ganization, and at this late day have found 
out their mistake and are fleeing from the 
embrace of purity into the flabby bosom of 
the Democratic harridan. They have come 
out of the darkness into the light,” says Mr.

It means bad government, and its result is 
one of the worst governed cities in the coun- 
try. It means corruption, rampant every- 
where. It means the lack of protecuon to 
life and property. It means that a citizen 
cannot go out of doors at night and 
feel that he is safe from the thief or the mur- 
derer. It meaus laws openly disregarded 
and broken with impunity, It means vice in 
every form, flaunting its hideousness in the 
face of good citizens by daylight. It means 
streets lined with dens of the lowest infamy, 
swarming with profligates enticing the un- 
wary into their dens, It means license to 
gamblers, thieves, vagrants, tramps, slug- 
gers, hoodlums, and the seum of society. It 
means tax-eating, and tax-stealing, and con- 
tract swindlers. It means a City Govern- 
ment with a figurehead for a Mayor, the 
real Mayor being Mike McDonald, the tigure- 
head doing his dirty work that he may have 
his support and that of his disreputable fol- 
lowing. 

If the pri neiples of the Republican party 
are “rotten” what must be the condition of 
Democratic principles, and what must be 
their stench in the nostrils of Germans, who 
have had so much to do with the old party 
under whose banners they have gained such 
glorious victories? Could a more loathsome 


ate that they have gone over to the Democ- 
racy, or invite them to go over, as he did in 
his Turner-Hall speech, after taunting them 
with making beer-barrels of themselves?

THE CONTROL OF WESTERN PRODUCE. 

A trade paper published in an Eastern city 
and devoted to the interests of the railroads 
deplores the importance which Chicago has 
assumed as the entrepot and distributing 
centre for grains and meats, and seeks to 
stimulate New York to new efforts to trans- 
fer this control over the great staples of 
commerce to the seaboard. The following 
paragraph will afford a sufficient idea of the 
nature of its argument and appeal: 


Will the merehants and capitalists of the City 
of New York consent to the continuance of such 
an anomalous condition of trade? Is it to the 
interests of producers and consumers that it 
should continue? The control that Chicago and 
other Western cities have had and now exercise 
over such trade has naturally grown out of the 
large amount of such traific that was coucen- 
trated in those cities, and because the mer- 
chants and railroad companies provided the 
necessary storage in the first piace as conven- 
jences and next as needed accessories in con- 
trolling the traffic. To the merchants and deal- 
ers such storage was necessary, or the graina, 
ete., would be carried pate their cities to 
more bospitable places and ir profits would 
be at an end, To the collective railway com- 
panies, with roads extending west of these 
cities, the presence of a large market at their 
termini increased traffic on their lines of road. 


The admission contained in the above ex- 
tract is much more significant than the argu- 
ment it suggests. It is conceded that Chica- 
go holds the lead, but argued that it ought 
not to. This will not do. Chicago has at- 
tained its supremacy in handling the prod- 
ucts of the West through natural advan- 
tages supplemented by business enterprise. 
That certainly does not denote “an anoma- 
lous condition of trade.“ On the contrary, 
it is a condition of things which, if main- 
tained, will assure to Chicago the very su- 
premacy Which New York is implored to 
wrest from it. The fact is, that the over- 
strained theory of impropriety is put forward 
in the interests of the railroads. If New 
York controlled the grain and meat products 
of the country the producers would be at the 
merey of the railroads. New York 
would then establish prices after allow- 
ing any charges for transportation which 
the railroads might see fit to impose. It is 
precisely at this point Chicago steps in to 
protect the farmers. It says tothe men who 
raise the wheat, corn, hogs, and cattle that 
it will take care of their product, buy it from 
them at fair prices, and, if necessary, hold it 
until the railroads are willing to carry it to 
the market at reasonable rates. At the same 
time, it says to the consumers of the Eastern 
States that they shall not be required to pay 
extortionate prices for their breadstuffs and 
produce on account of railroad extortion. 
Chicago is a natural centre for the handling 
of agricultural products, and it has the cap- 
italand provides the means for taking care 
ofthem. No amount of capital, no spirit of 
enterprise, and no system of artificial ap- 
pliances in New York, or at any other point 
at the seaboard, can change this condition of 
things. Chicago stands as the arbiter be- 
tween the producer and consumer, and 
guards them both against extortion. The 
railway corporations and railway journals 
may not like it, but they can’t help it. 


The Great Come

Ir is announced that the plans fora new 
union depot on the site of the old Illinois Cen- 
tral Depot on the Lake-Front are perfected un- 
der a joint arrangement of the Illinois Central 
and Michigan Central Kailway Companies. The 
general plan is for a structure 745 feet in length, 
being an extension beyond the old walls of forty- 
five feet southward toward the Randolph street 
viaduct, and with which it will connect by iron 
bridges. The width will be 167 feet. The build- 
ing will extend on Central avenue from South 
Water street to Randoiph street. Embraced in 
the spave given to tracks and platforms is an 
area 665x167 feet. This will be covered by a roof, 
which in form will be a combination of arches 
and angles. The rafters, girders, and framing 
will be in metal work, treated with considerabie 
ornamentation. As far as possible the roof itself 
will be of giass. At the south end of this exten- 
sion will be constructed a waiting-room for the 
suburban trains and the necessary rooms for 
the mail service. Four entrances willbe pro- 
vided from Central avenue to the grade line. 
The cost of this improvement will be about 
$600,000, 


Tue effect of Saint Smith’s Sunday Anti-

Lyons, Oct. 27.—The Anare hist conspiracy 
has taken deeper root than was suspected, 
and this morning the situation is very crit- 
ical. The citizens are panic-stricken at the 
revelations made yesterday of the local 
strength and far-reaching power of the des- 
perate men who constitute the organization, 
and consider an outbreak almost Inevitable. 
A mob has formed in the street, and in addi- 
tion to threats against the Republican news- 
papers now direct their venom against the 
banks and public buildings, which are being 
carefully guarded, but by an inadequate 
force that

if the rioters made anything like a deter- 
mined attempt to overpower them. The 
condition of affairs here adds new and unfore- 
seen difficulties to President Grévy’s posi- 
tion. It is not unlikely that a Ministerial 
crisis will be precipitated, and that the resig- 
nation of the President himself will be con- 
sidered advisable as soon as the Chambers 
assemble. This feature of the case is being 
much liscussed here, and advices from Paris 
indicate that the same view is held in many 
quarters there.

LYONS AT NIGHT. 

Ihe anarchist prisoners are again under 
examination, but with the greatest obstinacy 
they persist in their refusal to answer a 


single question put to them. The streets con- 


Some of the 
theatres are closed, and cavalry are patrol- 
ling.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN THE OOM-

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons today, Dilke, the Political Secretary of 
the Foreign Office, stated that Sir Charles 
Wilson informed the Home Office he had 
visited the political prisoners at Cairo, and 


had found that while the prisoners were too 


crowded there were no complaints of cruelty, 
and that, on the whole, there was no ground 
for the stories that had been set afloat about 
the abuses to which prisoners had been sub- 
jected in Cairo. 

The debate on the question of the preced- 
ence of procedure was resumed. 

An amendment excluding the Committee 
of Supply from the operation of the cloture 
was rejected by a vote of 9 agatust 35.

Debate was then adjourned.

GERMANY. 

THE ELECTIONS. 

Berwin, Oct. 27.—Returns from 425 elec- 
tion districts show 133 Conservatives, ninety- 
two of the Central party, and thirty-eight 
Progressists elected. Prof. Virchow, Dr. 
Loewe, and Hert Richter are returned by 
sweeping majorities. Prof. Virchow received 
852 votes, against 153 for the Court Chaplain, 
Stoecker. 

The result of the elections for the Prus- 
sian Diet is that the Conservatives and Free 
Conservatives gained twelve seats, princi- 
pally at the expense of the National Liberals. 
The representation of other parties is the 
same as at the last session. 

The latest returns from 4 elections in 
Prussia, held yesterday, show the following 
result: Conservatives returned, 133; Free 
Conservatives, 46; Centre party adherents, 
92; National Liberals, 63; Secessionists, 19: 
Progressists, 38; Poles, 17; Danes, 2; 
Guelphs, 3; other Liberals, 5; Democrats, 1; 
douptful, 6, . 

Full returns of the election have been re- 
ceived, and indicate the return of 136 Con- 
servatives, forty-seven Free Conservatives, 
100 of the Centre party, eighteen Poles, sixty- 
seven National Liberals, twenty-two Seces- 
sionists, thirty-eight Progressists, and five 
Independents. The Centre and Conserva- 
tives, united, number 236, and as an absolute 
majority in the House is 217 they 
consequently have a good working 
majority, and will be enabled to pass all 
measures brouglit before the House. The 
United Liberal party number 130, and the 
middle party 114. The Emperor is reported 
to have signified his entire satisfaction at the 
results of the elections. 

The Government belleves that it is sure of 
a najority either by coalition with the Con- 
servatives, with the Ultramontanes, or with 
the Moderate Liberals. 

The Liberal press, commenting on the re- 
sult of the elections, admit that the victory 
of the Conservatives far exceeds the worst 
fears heretofore entertained. 

The Conservative press, with the exception 
of the ultra organs, speak in a very reserved 
manner of the triumph of their party. 

The feeling throughout the country is 
manifested by a considerable degree of un- 
easiness in regard to the future.

OBITUARY. 


Maj. A. G. A. Constable-A Man Who 
Drilled K. B. Hayes in His Company 
in Cincinnati tn 1861. 

New York, Oct. 25.—Maj. A. G. A. Con- 
stable died at his home in Brooklpn this 
morning at the age of 61. His father first 
published Walter Scott’s novels, and was 
also publisher of the Edinburg Review. At 
the time of young Constable's birth his par- 
ents were living temporarily in London. 
He completed his edueation at the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow. At the age of 
18 he went to India and entered 
the sevice of the East India Company. In 
india he saw considerable service as com- 
mander of an artillery iment. His serv- 
ices were appreciated, he received nu- 
merous medals of honor. He went to Aus- 
tralia at the close of the war in India, where 
he lived some time, accumulating some 
money. During his stay there he was in 
command of the gold convoy from Victoria 
to Melbourne. From Australia he went to 
South America, and thence to Canada, where 
he lived several years. He was in command 
of Canadian troops and Major of a brigade. 

From Canada he went to Cincinnati at 
about the openme of the Civil War. His 
knowledge of military affairs brought him 
into notice, and he was employed to drilla 
military company in that city. Among the 
members of the company was ex-President 
Hayes. Maj. Constable was also in com- 
mand of the first battery in Cincinnati, the 
first battery that had at that time been com- 
pletely equipped west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. He also served during the War 
under Commodore Foose, on the Mississippi 
River. He removed to Baltimore before the 


close of the War, where be became first Pro- 
vost Marshal, and later a journalist. He | 


then came to New ose and found employ- 
ment in the Harper & Brothers publishing 
house, where he filled various positions, and 
at the time of his death was in charge of the 
advertising department. 

It was in 1871 or 1872 that he came before 
the publicin che Parsee story of that time. 


At one of the performances at Niblo’s Gar- 


den a Parsee from Bombay suddenly became 
insane, and created some confusion in the 
theatre. He was removed to Blackwell's 
Island. Constable read an account of the 
alfair in the papers the next morning, and he 
recognized the name as that of an acquaint- 
ance in India. He took charge of the Par- 
see’s effects, and found that he had brought 
with him from India £20,000, Mr. Constable 
traced the money and returned it to the Par- 
see. Thecourts put the Parsee in Consta- 
bie’s care, and after a partial recovery he was 
sent back to India.

Col. W. P. Black and the Anti-Yionop- 
olist Platform. 

The Anti-Monopoly varty held a mass- 
meeting to advance the interests of the party 
at Parker’s Hall, Madison and Halsted 
streets, last evening. Mr. J. K. Magie pre- 
sided, and including two or three dozen boys 
and three or four women there were about 
eighty persons present, 

Col. Black, the Democratic nominee, who 
was received with much applause, said the 
newspapers had criticised the several plat- 
forms of the parties which had nominated 
him. None of these patties had asked him 


for pledges of any kind. There were certain 
features of the Anti-Monopolist platform 
with regard to which he had no settled con- 
victions, but all of them were worthy of care- 
tu! consideration and should receive it at his 
nands. He believed there was nothing in 
the underlying principles of the Democratic 
party incompatible with the views of the 
Anti-Monopolists. He was in accord with 
the latter party as regarded the demand for 
National contro! of railroads and telegraphs. 
He did not believe the Government should 
acquire control] of all existing lines, but did 
believe that it should either build or buy 
suflicient trunk lines to prevent corporations 
from pooling and increasing rates. These 
great railroad monopolies as at present con- 
ducted were operated without regard to the 
rights of the people, and it was certain that 
something must be done to restrain them 
from exceeding their privileges, 

Col. Black agreed with the anti-monopolist 
demand for the abolition of National banks 
and the direct issue by the Government of all 
money, whether coin or paper. On the 
question of the nationalization of the 
he owned that he had not 
given the subject sufficient study to 
be able to pronounce an opinion upon 
it. But so far as he understood this plank it 
did not mean confiscation, and he would 
think the matter over more at leisure. 

The anti-monopolist platform set forth 
that labor ought to receive a greater propor- 
tion of the profits derived from it, and with 
all his heart he subscribed to the principle 
thus laid down. He was in favor of liberal 
appropriations for the Hennepin Canal, as 
that work would benefit the peovle by creat- 
ing a competing means of transportation. 
Children and young girls should be protected 
from being employed in factories at such 
wages as meant starvation and shame. The 
attention of lawmakers ought to be turned in 
this direction. This plank in the platform 
meant that girls should not be forced to work 
in stores for 33 and $4 a Week, and that little 
cash-boys and giris should be taken out of 
stores and sent to school, their places being 
filled by men. 

Tirree very sickly cheers were given to the 
nominee at the conclusion of his speech, 
which seemed not to fire the popular heart to 
any alarming extent. Mr. J. K. Magie fol- 
lowed with a definition of the ends and aims 
of the anti-monopofists. These he declared 
to be the enlightenment of labor and the lift- 
ing of its burdens. He had come to the con- 
clusion that labor was robbed of two-thirds 
of its earnings, and reform was not possible 
through either of the old political parties. In 
view of the profligacy of the times it would 
be perfectly justifiable for the people to 
march to Washipgton or to Springfield and 
clean out all the ofliceholders. Sherman, 
Harlan, Blaine, Robeson, and Kellogg count- 
ed their possessions by millions, and they had 
not made their money honestly. They had 
stolen it from the people. and ought to be 
made to disgorge it. [Applause.] ä 


The Brewers and Liquor-Dealers of 
the State Protective Association. 
Yesterday afternoon about 200 brewers, 
maltsters, and liquor-dealers met in the 
North Side Turner-Hall for the purpose of 
discussing the merits of the various candi- 
dates nominated for the Legislature, A rep- 
resentative of Tue TRIBUNE succeeded in 
gaining admission twice, and was requested 
to get out both times. From what he heard 
and learned after adjournment, it appeared 
that the meeting was turned into a Demo-

A writ of error 
and stay of execution was granted by Judge 
Noah Davis Feb. 15 to the generai term of the 
Supreme Court. May 7 the application for new 
trial was denied by the general term. The case 
then went to the Court of Appeals, which body, 
June 10, granted a new trial. The third trial be- 
gan Oct. 8and ended Oct. . when Stokes was 
found guilty of manslaughter in the third de- 
gree, and sentenced Oct. 20 to four years ig 
Sing Sing. This term he served, less time in 
jail before removal to prison and time deducted

BUILDING NOTES. 
A STROLL AMONG THE ARCHITECTS. 

The building operations for the week show a 
decided decline over the week previous, not so 
much in the number of buildings contracted 
for asin the extent and size of the structures. 
The only large building begun during the week 
was a six-story wholesale store on Wabash 
avenue, near Monroe, which is to be built to 
rent by a syndicate of Board of Trade men. 
The rus still continues in two and three story 
apartment housesin the different portions of 
the city, and toa stranger it would appear as if 
most of these houses were being built by one 
man from one set of plans, when the fact is that 
a certain class of them are being built 
without any plans at all beyond what 
is necessary to get out a permit. 
The way it is done is this: A contractor will 
build a house in the reguiar way from archi- 
tects’ plans, and will be enabled immediately 
afterwards, from his own knowledge, together 
with what plans de bas managed to retain, to 
build another one exactly like it. In such cases 
he will go to“ Brown” and offer to build a house 
like Jones' or Smith's for such an amount, 
and save him the architects’ fees, and Brown,“ 
if he is inexperieneed, will suggest such altera- 
tions as he wants and cougratulate himself upon 
saving 2% per cent architects’ fees, when, in 
fact, be is opening the way for the thousand and 
one steals that coutractors may take advantage 
of when there is no superintendent to watch 
them, and he will more than likely have to pay 
15 or 20 per cent for patching up and doing the 
work over again, Of course this is only done in 
the small class of buildings and by the most un- 
trustworthy class of contractors, and where a 
contractor is koown to bave built a nouse in this 
way he is generally looked upon with suspicion 
by architects ever afterwards, and no mau will 
ever have a second house built in that mauner. 

The work op the new Board ot Trade building 
is progressing * but the numerous build- 
ings which are to be builtin its vicinity are stil 
in abeyance. Mr. Boyington, the architect 
of that nmeiubornooa, seems to 
in doubt how far the projected 
buildings will get this fall, and it is likely that 
most, if not all of them, will lay over until 
spring. 

The architects’ offices do not wear such a busy 
appearance as usual. A good many of them 
have bulidings projected,“ but can say noth- 
ing Getinit as to when they will be built. In 
some instances the reporter found sketches or 
desigas of the same building in different archi- 
tects’ offices; none of them had been accepted, 
though each architect felt contident that he was 
going to do the work. Among the architects 
who made actual contracts during the 
week were Cudell & Bluementhal, who 
are buildin a set of fats on the 
corner of Webster avenue and Larrabee street 
for L. Wickersbam, to cost $18,000: also a set of 
flats on Sedgwick street, near Garfield avenue, 
for Bartholomae & Leicht. to cost $17,000; also a 
set of flats on Clark street, near Garfield ave- 
nue, for George Buartholomae, to cost $14,000. L. 
G. Hallberg is building a set of flats on Win- 
chester avenue for L. Lloyd., to cost 810.000: also 
another set on North Clark etreet for Julius 
Thomsen, to cost $7,500; alsoa pressed brick 
residence on Drexel boulevard for J. H. Beli, to 
cost $12,000. Also three residences on Goethe 
street, near State, for Dr. Talbot, to be of green 
stone and Scotch brown-stone trimmings, simi- 
lar to the one being built by Mr. Haliberg for 
himself in the same locality; these three will 
cost about $6,000 each.

DISEASED CATTLE. 


TEXAS FEVER DISCOVERED AT THE STOCK- 
YARDS~—EIGHTY HEAD TURNED OVER TO 
CHICAGO BUTCHERS AND SOME SHIPPED 
TO BOSTON. 

Included in the 10,370 cattle received on 
Thursday was a drove of forty-one loads of 
rauge cattle] shipped from Kansas City. They 
were consigned to Smith, Harrison & Lackland, 
and were bought by L. B. Doud for the New 
York market, $425 being the price paid. The 
sale was not consummated until after banking 
hours, which proved to be a fortunate circum- 
stance for the buyer, who, upon reaching the 
yards yesterday morning, discovered that there 
were symptoms of disease among the cattie. 
The check for $382,309 which the gentiemdu had 
drawn in payment for the cattle was according- 
ly destroyed, and the stock returned to the 
original owner. Yesterday several of the cattie 
died, and it now transpires that a number fell 
victims to the disease (which is supposed to be 
Texas fever) while in Kansas City. The report- 
er endeavored to gain information from the 
commission firm to whom the stock was con- 
signed regarding the point of original] shipmegt, 
who were the owners, and whether or not it was 
true, as reportod, that Messrs. Smith, Harrison 
& Lackland had sold a part of the diseased drove 
to a Chicago butcher, but he only succeeded in 
developing the fact that the firm was laboring 
under the most profound ignorance touch ing all 
those points. 

Mr. Doud stated to a reporter iast evening 
that the forty-one cars contained about 800 
bead. His firm bought them, throwing out 
about eighty cattle which were bruised, maimed, 
and one had broken ribs and has since died. 
Yesterday morning the firm declined to take 
tne catile, undi they were unut to ship. 

Mat appeared to be the matter with them, 
Mr. Doud?” 

I did not see the cattie myself. We decided 
it was not safe to chip them, and Mr. Harrison 
said be did not wish us to take them if they were 
not right.“ 

Did any of those you bought the night be- 
fore die? 

“] understood that one of them died this 
morning. It is reporte’ that a few cattle from 
this drove died in Kansas City or on the way 
from there to Chicago." 

* Where did this drove come from?” 

“It is understood they came trom some point 
beyond Kansas City, and were contracted tor to 
be delivered in that place about this time. They 
were shipped there and then sent to this mar- 
ket.“ 

»Does it not look as if Kansas City palmed off 
these diseased cattie on Chicago?” 

“ldo not koow why they were shipped here. 
The came in the grazer's name. I dun't remem- 
ber it. A respons: die Kansas City firm, of which 
4 — Sawyer is a member, was said to own this 
Stock. 

“ What was this drove worth? 

“The entire lot at the price we expected to 
pay would be worth about 335,000.” 

“ What became of the forty-one car-loads after 
you rejected them? 

. “I beliede part of them were shipped—one log 

to Boston. I understood payment was not re- 

quired till it was found out how the stock stood 
the journey.” 

Were did the eighty head go which your 
firm threw out when you arranged to take the 
cousigument ?”’ 

“They probably went to Chicago butchers or 
canners.“ 

“ Then it may be supposed that Chicago butch- 
ers are furnishing the city consumers with dis- 
eased meat? 

“I cannot say. No one would ship such stock. 
They were about such kind of cattle as Chicago 
butchers are in the habit of buying. The eighty 
head were gone this morning, and Idon’t know 
where they went tc.” 

These cattie are supposed to have been at- 
fected with the Texas fever. Is this the first 
arrival here of such stock this season?’ 

“This is the first known. Last year there 
was one drove. I do not think there is any dan- 
wer of the disease spreading. It is too late for 
that. The frost is believed to check the fever.”’ 

Mr. Doud repeated that he did not look at the 
718 bead be expected they bad bought, but 
learned there was reason to fear they were not 
in good shipping condition. 

Late in the eveni the reporter called on Mr. 
Harrison, who sentdown word from his room 
that he had sold his cattle and did not care to 
make a report. *

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WAS IT MURDER? 


A Nashville Man, Charged with Mur- 
dier, Claims that the Dead Man 
Killed Himself. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 27,—-Henry Schis- 
ler, grocer, Jefferson street, this city, was 
shot and killed at 8o’clock this morning. A 
crowd, attracted to the spet by the report of 
the weapon, found Schisler lying on the floor 
of his store with a bullet hole in his breast. 
The Coroner arrived an hour later, and, not 
knowing anything of the circumstances of 
the murder, summoned John Thomas as a 
juror. When the jury was completed some 
one went to Frank Schisler's room and awoke 
him, telling him his brother had been killed 
by Thomas. As soon as the brother 
heard this he seized a double-barreled shot- 
gun and swore vengeance on his brother’s 
murderer. At this juncture Thomas fled. 
At the inquest John Hughes, colored, who 
lives on the opposit side of the street from 
Schisler’s store, testified that he was awak- 
ened by loud talking, got up, went to his 
window, and was looking out when he heard 


could distingush the form of a man, but did 
not recognize him. He heard no sounds 
after the firing, and did not know the man 
was killed until the alarm was given. 

A negro who worked in the store for the 
deceased testified that Thomas was in the 
store. He hada pistol on his person, and in the 
early part of the night he and Henry Schis- 
ler had a few words about a drink of whisky. 
Thomas called for whisky, but Schisler told 
him he had no whisky, and gave kim a glass 
of beer. This enraged Thomas, who abused 
Schisier until he was ordered to leave 


the house. On account of it it is 
surmised Thomas did the killing. The 
jury returned a verdict to the effect that the 
deceased came to his death from a pistol- 
shot in the hands of some unknown person, 

Acting upon the above information, Frank 
Schisler swore out a warrant against Thom- 
as. The warrant was placed in the hands of 
Constable Graves, with orders to arrest 
Thomas wherever found. About 8 o’clock, 
after Schisler had sworn out the warrant, 
he returned to the vicinity of North Nash- 
ville, armed himself, instigated 
search for Thomas, whom he found 
near his (Thomas’) home. When Schisler 
came up with Thomas he ovened 
ure, but without effect. He then ran to him 
and beat him in a most horrible manner, 
bruising his head and face with the butt-end 
of a pistol. In the scuffle Thomas’ pistol fell 
from his pocket, was picked up by Schisler 
and snapped at Thomas’ head, but the cap 
having fallen off it failed to explode, 
Thomas then ran, and Schisler after him. 
by this time there were about twenty-five 
men in the chase, which was continued until 
the Sheriff’ and a deputy arrived 
and rescued Thomas from the mob. 
After tha Sheriff’ had gotten Thomas 
in his possession Schisler came up and at- 
tempted to get Thomas, but was prevented, 
and while the Sheriff and deputy were hold- 
ing Schisier, Thomas took to his heels and 
ran about 100 yards, when he stopped to 
await the coming of the deputy, who took 
him in a wagon and brought bim to the 
court-house, where he went before the grand 
jury and testified to the assault on him by 
Schisler. Constable Graves here came 
up and served a State warrant on 
Thomas, charging him with the 
murder of Henry Schisler.. Thomas 
was arraigned before a magistra who set 
his ease for hearing next Monday. In answer 
to questions Thomas said he was in the store 
when Schisler was shot. He says Schisler 
walked up to him and said. Jolin, you have 
got a pistol,” and with this remark Schisler 
stepped behind Thomas and pulled a Der- 
ringer pistol from his hip-pocket and fired. 
Thomas says bis back was to him when the 
shot was fired, and he first thought Schisler 
was trying to shoot him, but on turning 
around he saw Schisler had shot himself. 
He then ran out of the door and told a negro 
that Henry had killed himself. He denies 
his gullt, and says he did not do the killing, 
and when he was compelled to go to jail he 
wept like a child.

Helen of Troy Whitewashed in 
Verse by Mr. Lang. 


The Mining Industries of the United 
States Analyzed. 


Some Christmas Gift-Books for 
Young and Old, 


Minor Notices of Many Volumes—Books 
Received—Literary Notes. 


Helen of Troy. 

Having made a successful translation of 
the Odyssy, Mr. Langbecame imbued with 
the Homeric spirit, and selected for a subject 
the loves of Paris and of Helen of Troy. 
The theme was not a novel one, for it has 
called into play the muse of many a bard of 
ancient and of modern time, but tie version 
of the old story is an original ove, and, if 


-not in harmony with tradition, h-s the merit 


of consistency, and runs along saoothly and 
easily in Mr. Lang’s verses. If it be objected 
to Helen of Troy“ that it lacks dramatic 
power and is deficient in tire and spirit, it 
may also be said that its technical construc- 
tion will bear a close analysis, that the met- 
rical and rhythmical execution are admira- 
ble, and that the poem as a whole is among the 
most meritorious and the best worth reading 
of the day. The stanza adopted by Mr. 
Lang is of eight lines and ten feet, the four 
lines having the same rhyme, the other four 
rhyming two and two. This is not exactly 
Spenserian, bgtis somewhat after the pat- 
tern adopted in me Faerie Queen.”’ 

Mr. Lang’s version of the rape of Helen is 
to represent the latter as perfectly sinless. 
In following Paris, who is thus set before us: 
Beside King Diocies there sat a man 

Of all men mortal sure the fuirest far, 

For o’er his purple robe Sidoniau 

His yeliow bair shone brighter than the star 

Of the long golden locks that bodeth war; 

His face wus like the sunshine, and his blue 

Glad eyes no sorrow had the spell to mar 
Were clear as skies the storm had thuuder'd 

througb. 

Helen is the unconscious slave of Venus 
Aphrodite, who, in fultilment of the pledge 
given to Paris at Mount Ida, places Helen 
under a spell whereby she loses temporarily 
all knowledge of her former life. After the 
feast given to Paris by Menelaus, Aphrodite 
appears to Helen, and teils her that she shall 
be held blamsless for her act: 

The instruments of men are blind and dumb, 

And this one gift | rive thee, to be blind 
And heediess of the thing that is to come, 

And ignorant of that which is behind; 

Bearing an innocent, forgetful mind 
In each new fortune till I visit thee 

And stir thy heart, as lightning and the wind 
Bear fire and tumult through a siceping sea. 

Helen’s flight with Paris is graphically 
described, and the story of her ten years’ stay 
in Troy eondensed into a few pages. When 
Troy is pillaged Helen is saved from outrage 
by Aphrodite and borne to the ten: of Mene- 
laus, who has been wearily searching for her 
everywhere: 

So wounded to his hut and wearily 

Came Menelaus; and he bow'd bis head 
Beneath the lintel neither fair nor bigh: 

And, lo! Queen Helen lay upon bis bed, 

Fiush’d like a child in sleep, and rosy red, 

And at bis footstep did she wake and smile, 
And spake : “My lord, how hath thy hunting 


sped 
Methinks that I have siept a weary while!” 


For Aphrodite made the past unknown 
Helen as of old, when in tne dew 
Of that fair dawu the net was round ber thrown; 
Nay, now no memory of Troy brake through 
The — that veil'd from her sweet eyes aud 
ue 
The dreadful days and deeds all overpast, 
Aud giadiy did she greet ber lord anew, 
And giadly would ber arms around him cast. 
But Meneleaus turns from her indignantly, 
and, realizing what his army has suffered on 
her account, 2 nher before his soldiers 
for judgment. e says to the assembled 
legions: 
These sorrows hath this woman wrought alone, 
So fall upon her straigutway that she die, 
And clothe her beauty io a cloak of stone.“ 
He spake and truly deem'd to bear her cry, 
And see the sharp flints straigbt and deadly fly, 
But each man stood and mu ou Helen's face 
And ber Ufdream'd-of beauty, brought so nigh 
On that bieak plain within that ruin'd place. 


And as in far-off days that were to be 
The seuse of their own sin did meu constrain 
That they must leave the sinful woman free, 
Who, by their law, had verily been slain: 
Bo Helen's beauty made their anger vaia. 
And one by one his gather d Hints ict fall. 
And iike men shamed they stole across the plain 
Back to the swift ships and their festival. 


Menelaus then attempsin his anger to be 
himself the executioner, when suddenly 
Aphrodite appears before them: 


Then feil the rutuless sword that never fell 
When spear hit harness in the battle din, 

For Aphrodite epake and like a speil 
Wrought ber sweet vuice persuasive, till within 
His heart there lived no memory of sin, 

No thirst for vengeance more, but all grew plain, 
And wrath was molten in desire to win 

The golden beart of Helen once again. 


It is a striking poem, and while Mr. Lang's 
Helen may not be the Helen of Homer the 
story is none the less readable and entertain- 
ing. The book is published in this country 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons. 


Mines, Miners and Mining in the 
United States. 

Mr. Balch’s compilation forms a ponderous 
volume, suggesting by its weight the hand- 
ling of metallic substances and by its size a 
massive subject. “The Mines, Miners, and 
Mining Interests of the United States” is a 
comprehensive theme and one requiring 
months of hard work in order to prepare and 
furnish a reference book or manual to its 
almost infinit number of branches. The pub- 
lication is timely. The iron-master, the coal 
and copper operator, the mine-owner who 


has risked his capital wants yearly to ascer- 
tain a thousand facts that bear upon his 
roperty, and herein this one volume he 
snows where to find them. The compiler 
has been honest in his work, and everything 
appropriated is credited to its source. A 
copious index reuders its mine of informa- 
tion easily accessible to any one. As a refer- 
ence work on the subject of which it 
treats its value is inestimable; and while 
it is impossible to verify its statistical infor- 
mation, the authorities from which they are 
taken are the guarantees of their accuracy. 
It assumes rank at once as the manual of the 
mining interests of America, and its tables 
and figures are to be corrected annually in 
new volumes. The work is published by the 
Mining Industrial Publishing Bureau in 
Philadelphia. 


Holiday Gift Books. 

When books begin to come in boxes, and 
the removal of covers reveals gorgeous bind- 
ings, then we know that the voice of the 
bookseller is heard in the land” proclaim- 
ing the near approach of the Christmas sea- 
son and theimproved appearance of his wares 
in honor of the event. As the neat house- 
wife polishes and refurbishes anew the old 
material to give the house a bright 
and attractive appearance on the ap- 
proach of any festal occasion, 80 
the prudent and thrifty vendor of literature 
overhauls bis plates and stock on hand of 
blocks and cuts to retouch such as will best 
bear the ordeal, and to reproduce the old 
with the bright gloss and sheen belonging to 
the new. Thus every holiday season brings 
to the surface a miscellaneous assortment of 
old and familiar pictures, with a new text 
perhaps, and a handsome cover for a certain- 
ty, and generally a good round price adapted 
to the plethoric purses theoretically sup- 
posed to be prevalent at Christmas time. 
That is the way some holiday books are 
manufactured, and there is no desire to find 
fault with the process. Anold good thing 
is safer than a new experiment. But in 
illustration the art is so progressive and the 
improvements each year so many that it is 
necessary to manufacture anew continually 
to satisfy the public taste and meet the grow- 
ing demand for the very best work. So that 
the holiday books for 1882-83, which are not 
old works revamped, will undoubtedly be of 
a higher grade than those of the year before, 
and the purchaser will be more exacting and 
require that the best and freshest work only 
shall be offered him.

Brief Mention. 

The Standard Book Company has added to 
its Hst og cheap publications ** Creasy'’s Fifteen 
Decisive Battles of the World.’’ The text of 
this edition is large and clear and the paper used 
of good quality. There is nothing to be said in 
praise or dispraise of a work that has been 80 
long before the public, but the present volume 
is cheap lu price and handy in form. 

Prof. Boyesen has the true poetic fancy. 
His Idyis of Norway and Other Poems de- 
serves a good place among the rhythmic writ- 
ings of the day. His method is easy and grace- 
ful, and his imagination fertile and pleasing. 
The “ldyis”" are the most attractive ms in 
the work, although there is much is mer- 
itorious in the shorter picces. 

“Under Green Apple Boughs“ is the first 
of a sortes of books which are to be reprinted 
from the columns of Our Continent. The scene 
of the story is laid in a town on the southern 
shore of Long Island, and there are some very 
pleasant ple to whom the reader is intro- 
duced. The charactersand the author's analysis 
ot their moods and tenses form the chief charm 
of the book, although the story is well told and 
entertaining. 

“Miss Leighton’s Perplexities ” is a book 
with a very ancient and commonplace theme, by 
Miss Alice C. Hall. Miss Leighton is a lovely 
young woman, endowed with a reasonabie 
amount of good sense. Her “ perpiexities” 
arise from a multiplicity of lovers and from the 
difficulty on her part of making a choice. Her 
„ perplexities”’ are further increased by two 
rivai beauties, who do not hesitate to try and 
capture any prizes that are to be had. 

Anything that Edward A. Freeman has to 
say is worth reading; and his “Lectures to 
Americano Audiences” will find many interested 
readers. The volume with this title comprises 
two series ot lectures delivered durtng the au- 
tumn and winter of 1881-’82 in several American 
cities under the headings, The English People 
in Its Three Homes and “The Practical Bear- 
ings of General European History.“ Under the 
first heading are six lectures, the same num- 
ber under the second. 

Mr. Bryant’s work on “‘ Commercial Law 
and Business Forms is the firstof the kina 
ever published in which the text of the law is il- 
lustrated, with business forms which elucidate 
the principles and create an interest in the sub- 
ject. It is free from legal technicalities and 
treats of contracts, negotiable paper, sales of 
personal property, warranty, guaranty, lien, 
shipping, common carrier, stoppage in traasi- 
tu, personal services, copyright, agency, part- 
nership, ballments, insurance, etc. 

Dr. R. O. Beard has written and published 
a little temperance primer or “Tne Action 


and Uses of Alcohol in the Human Body” for 


use in schools and families. The main facts are 
corréctly stated, though very briefly, and the 
book appears well adapted to give children an 
idea of the dangerous action effects of alco- 
holic drinks. The introduction of such little 
elementary books as this appears to be one of 
the newer methods adopted by the temberance 
reformers, and it seems as likely as any other to 
be a successful one.

Mr. Fogg’s work on “The Land of the 
Arabian Nights,"’ while a very entertaining book 
of travel, labors under the disadvantage of hav- 
ing a large number of very poor woodcuts to 
illustrate the text.

“Her Crime” is the title of the latest 
addition to the No Name Series. It is rather a 
peculiar plot iu that it hinges on the possibility 
of one woman's passing for two distinct per- 
sonages among her most intimate friends.

Mr. Saintsbury’s volume can be safe- 
ly commended as faithful and accurate in its in- 
formation and facts, and judicious in its run- 
ning comments On the literature of France from 
its origin dowa to the present day. 


A Creditable Showing of What a Chi- 
cago Publisher is Doing for Western 
Literature, 

Boston Inder. 

It is no discredit to this country that the 
works of Mark Twain, our great humorist, 
are widely read; but, to show the justness 
of Mr. Towne’s reply to Matthew Arnold on 
American Culture, which we printed re- 
cently, we submit the following facts: When 
Chicago was burned down, there had stood 
side by side, and there fell together Into 
smoking ruin, three of tne largest bookstores 
in the world—double stores of great depth, 
five stories high, with basement for receiving 
and packing and for storage. ‘The middle 
one of the three was an old and solid con- 
cern, with ab immense trade, built up and 
managed by Mr. S. C. Griggs, one of the 
pioneers and marked men of Chicago enter- 
prise. At the time of the great destruction 
by fire, younger men had come in and had 
become a part of the prosperity of the 
house; and, to these, Mr. Griggs gave 
up the bookselling business under the new 
name of Jansen, McClurg & Co., while he es- 
tablished a purely puviishing interest uuder the 
old name of 8. C. Griggs & Co. The deveiop- 
ment of this interest is a striking feature in the 
progress of that vast Northwest to which Cnica- 
go is a metropolitan mart. There are twenty- 
one important items in the list of school and 
college text-books of this Chicago publishing 
house, such as the sixteenth edition of Boise's 
First Lessons in Greek,” adapted to Goodwin's 
and Hadiey’s Grammars (the highest standards 
of Greek study); the ifteenth edition of Boise's 
Urst six books of Homers iiiad”’; the fifthedi- 
tion of the same authors “ Exercises in Groek 
Syntax,” and the tifth edition of capital 
letter selections from various Greek autuors; 
the twentieth edition of Jones' Exercises in 
Greek Prose Compostdon ; the forty-fiftn 
thousand of Jones’ First Lesson in Latin“; the 
fourth edition of Stevens’ “Select Oratious of 
Lyslas ; the fourth edition of D'Ooge’s De- 
mosthenes en the Crown’: the fourth edition of 
Bacon's * Manual of Gesture”; the third edi- 
tion of Raymoad's The Urator’s Manuai’’; and 
other ke firat-ciass books for Greek, Latin, 
German, Norde, mathematical, etc., study. In 
popular reading there is the fiftieth thousand 
of Dr. Mattthew's “Getting On in the Word“;

The Mystery of Comets’? T4118. 


The cometary displays of the last two 
years have excited in an unusual degree the 
spirit of astronomical speculation 4s to the 
causes of come s' tails and their mysterious 
n Engtish scientist in the Oc 
ber number of the Philosophical Magazine 
propounds a novel theory to explain these 
phenomena. The forces on which he relies 
to make out his theory are the force of grav- 


movements. 


ity which urges the comet toward the sua, 


the expansive force of the sun's heat, and 
the resistance of an invisible atinosphere 


surrounding the sun at immense distances, 
The changes ina comet which give rise to 


its tail begin with the emission of jets of 


gas, in the direction determined by the ex- 
pansive force of the sun’s heat acting on the 
comet. But soon these jets bend round, as 
if carried back by a strong wind, forming au 
an envelope round the body of the comet and a 
cone behind it, as would happen to a maa 
dressed in a loose robe and running rapidly 
against the wind. The jetsof gas escaping from 
the body of the comet and expanding when they 
leave it are more resisted by the sun's atmos- 
phere than its more solid beat, so that they seem 
to fall behiad it, forming the comet's envelope 
and Conical form behind che bead. According 
to this view the body of the comet is constantly 
moving through the vapors it throws off, and 


thus produces the appearance of à tail by leav- 
ing each successive part thrown off mure and 
more behind it. After passing its perihelion the 
comet carries its tail before it instead of behind 
it, he says, Decause while moving toward the 
sun it is perpetually passing from a rarer into a 


denser medium, while in receding trom the sun 


it is po passing from a denser into a 
rarer medium. 

The fact that the most rapid alteration in the 
direction of comets’ tails necessarily occurs just 


nag e. 
while approac 

enough to undergo vaporization from the 
solar heat or to encounter the 
denser strats of the invisibie solar at- 
mosphere. The recent inquiry of Dr. Siemens 
into the conservation of solar energy also lends 
color tothe theory that comets when near the 
sun may encounter a resisting medium, which 
would accouvt tor the phenomena in question 
as the writer referred to supposes. But astron- 
omers are yet far from solving the old problems 
of the origin and eccentric behavior of comets 
tails. “There seems to be.“ says Mr. Huggins, 
“a rapidiy growing feeling among physiciais 
that both the self-light of comets and the phe- 
nomena of tneir tails belong to the order of 
electric phenomena.” This view, in order 
to account for the carrying a of 
the comet's tail uuder an electrical ro- 
pulsion exerted the sun, necessitates 
the supposinon that the sun is strongly 
electrified, cithor positively ar negatively, and 
also that. in the changes going On ID the 

the matter thrown off by the nucleus has 
come strongly electrified in the same way as the 
sun. Otherwise the attraction on one side of 
every particle of the comet would be precisely 
equal—as Herschel points out—to the repulsica 
on its opposit side, and we sbould therefore be 
at a loss to explain the enormous velocity wit 
which the matter of the tail is carri back- 
ward, in opposition both to the motion it had as 
part of the nucieus and to that it uired in the 
act of its emission. Lut while all jes do- 
sicned to explain cometary phenomena have 
hitherto fallen short of the mark, they bave 
served to stimulate accurate investigation, and 
also to throw important light on the physics of 
the sun and the diffusion of matter ia inter- 
stellar space.

This fact makes almost use- 
less any inspection of cattle before shipping 
aciose the Atiantic. Cattie carrying the germs 
of the disense might be apparently healthy for 
weeks after cross the ocean, and then die of 
the plague.

imposes upon our export cattle trade 
— J a trice. 25 
ow, Ihave the very highest respect for 
Mr. Storrs as a lawyer and as an orator; but

To one who is familiar with the history of 
the negotiations that have been carried on 
between representatives of the two Govern- 
ments during the last four years, and with the 
documents bearing upon it that have been pub- 
ilshed by our own Government, it is rather 
amusing to read Mr. Storrs’ account ot his in- 
terview with Mr. Mundella. of the Privy Coun- 
cil; and if the latter bad been less polite he 
would no doubt have informed Mr. Storrs that 
he was about the fifteenth man from the United 
States with whom be had already gone over this 
question. If Mr. Storrs had exercised bis usual 
good sense in thie matter, he would have in- 
formed himself thorougbly as to the true state 
of the facts, and as to what bad already been 
done in the matter, before entering upon his 
mission. A very brief interview with Judge 
French, who, for much of the time during the 
past four years, has been Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury, and with Mr. Loring, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, would have spared 
him from making an exhibition of his own ig- 
norance of the real facts iv tne case before the 
representatives of the British Privy Council. 
He would have learned from the official reports 
that have been lald before Congress and pub- 
lished by the authority of our own Government 
that the contagious pluro-pneumonia of cattie 
exists in the States of New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, and the District of 
Columbia; and he might bave surmised at least 
that copjes of these 
OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS 
had found their way to Great Britain. He 
might have learned that the Domiaion Govern- 
ment of Canada had sent its Cnief Veterinary 
Inspector into the States above-named for the 
purpose of ascertaining the precise facts con- 
cerning the disease in the States named, and 
that bis report had been submitted to the 
Dominion Government and also to the British 
Privy Council. He might have learued that an 
agentof the British Government at Poiladeipbia 
bas. for many years past, kept the veterinary 
advisers of the British Privy Council well in- 
formed as to the status of this disease and of the 
means taken to stamp it outor prevent its 
spread. He might have learned that, some si- 
teen months ago, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in pursuance of authority conferred upon 
him by aa act of Congress passed in May, 
1881. appointed a commission for the ex- 
press purpose of ascertaining whether it 
would be possible to ship cattle from the West 
through any of our seaports to Great Gritain 
witha guaranty of exemption from this con- 
tagion. This commission, aftera most search- 
ing investigation, reported in December last 
that at that time it was reasonably certain that 
this disease did not exist west of the Alleghe- 
nies, and that cattie might be shipped by way of 
Boston and Portland with a reasonabic degree 
of certainty that they were exempt from con- 
tagion. But the commiesion added that, in the 
absence of any restrictions upon the cattle traf- 
tie between the infected and non-infected re- 
gions of the United States, and in consequence 
of the constantly increasing’ ehipments of cattic 
from the Eastern to the Western Statesgfor 
breeding purposes (facts of which the British 
authorities were well advised) it was 
IMPOSSIBLE TO GIVE ANY GUARANTY 

of beakth that would be satisfactory to the Brit- 
ish authorities or to the commission. It was 
said that a given locality might be exempt today 
and infected tomorrow, and chat no iuspection, 
nowever rigid or however competent aud care- 
ful the inspectors, would serve to detect tne 
presence of the disease during its period of in- 
cuvation, which ranges from thirty to uincety 
days. Cattle might be inspected and passed 
as perfectly sound and yet de carrying 
within them the germs of the contagion, to 
break out on shipboard or after debarkation on 
the other side. Mr. Storrs might have learned 
that the veterinary advisers of the British Privy 
Council have all along insisted that so jong as 
this discase exists in any part of the United 
States, and cattle trarfic between the infected 
aud noninfected regions was permitted, no in- 
spection that could be made by anybody, how- 
ever competent, would be regarded as a justiu- 
cation for a removal of the present reatrictions. 

Having learned all these things, as he might 
have done before be went abroad, Mr. Storrs, 
sensible man as be its, would have joined the 
Treasury Cattle Commission and the aericult- 
ural press of the West in an effort to wet at the 
root of the matter by securing such State and 
Congressional action as will result in

or in dedem it in so strongly that its further 
spreud will be impossibic.

ignorance of the true condition of things in our 
own country or of intentional misrepresenta- 
tion. Such actions only make it all the more 
difficult for us to convince the British autbori- 
ties of the fact when the truth comes, that we 
can safely assert that the disease has been 
stamped out or hedged in. 

But Mr. Storrs’ letter and statements will re- 
sult in good on this side, for they seem to direct 
attention to the true state of affairs: and when

Combinations of Cattle Buyers, 

Cattle men of the plains declare that there 
exist in this and the other great markets of 
the West rings of buyers who agree upon 
the price they will offer for any given lot of 
stock, and alloffer the same figure. Of course 
where the buyers who deal in these large 
bunches of cattle combine in this way they 
can usually get the stock for the figures they 
have agreed among themselves to offer. 
There is practically no competition. One of 
Chicago’s cattle men, who represents more 
cattle and a greater investment of money in 
cattle-raising than is represented by any 
other one man in the country, emphatically 
declared to a representative of Tux TripuNne 
that these dealers wil! find that combining to 
form rings for controling the market isa 
game that many can play at, and that such 
men as stand at the head of the cattle inaus- 
try of the West will not hesitate long about 


adopting most effective measures for securing 
fair and open competition in the markets for 
their stock. 

it has been suggested that, if the market in 
Chicago continues to be governed by a ring, 
shipments of cattle will be made through to 
the principal Eastern markets. There is no 
doubt that this can be done, and there is no 
doubt that this would please many of the 
buyers for Western cattle, as they are agents 
for Eastern cattie dealers. That cattle bave 
been thus sent forward in first bands to the At- 
lantic ports is well known; and it is also well 
known that all along the route between Chicago 
and those Atiantic markets the price offered 
has been kvown to buyers, and the stock has 
usually netted the consignor less than it would 
have brought if sold in Chicago. Of course the 
agent of the Eastern buyer, siationed at inter- 
mediate points, would never intentionaily raise 
the bid of his fellow agent here. 

It is not impossible by any means that a com- 
bination of cattle kings of the West wii! yet 
break up this ring of buyers. Nor is it unlikely 
that the great beef-slaughtering houses here 
will find themselves quite willing tu, efuse to 
heip the agents of Eastern buyers in their at- 
tempts to drive from Chicago that cattie traflic 
upou which those slaugbtering-houses have 
been founded, and from which they are now 
growing rich. As matters now stand, they are 
helps their Eastern rivaig here, wulle 
in the East a A are 
drive those rivals to 
by flooding the markets with cheap and good 
dressed beef. That any considerable part of 
Chicago's caitie trade will be permanestily di- 
ver to Eastern or any other markets is not 
likety, nor it V that men of the wealth, 
energy, and sagacity by the at cat- 
tle men of the Far Weee will ince tomely sub- 
mit to being deprived of what they may consider 
＋ their due by the acts of any ring formed 

y the representatives of Eastern speculators. 

Among the grumbDlings of dissatistied cattie- 
Owners are heard suggestions as to the practi- 
cability of siaughtering beeves nearer their na- 
tive thence shipping the dressed 
beef directto the markets in which for some 
years such firms as Hammond & Co. and Swift 

Co, have found profitable sale for thousands 
of carcasses. There can be no reasonabie 
doubt of the feasibility of this pian; the details 
have already been discussed with much interest 
by some of the more ive and fgr-seeing 
minds, and the day may not be far distant when 
the wealthy stock-rals com pantes the new

Short Notes. 

A. W. Blodgett, Watkegan, is importing a 
number of Norfolk-Suffulk polled cattle, 

‘Texas fever was taken into Bourbon Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, recently by some Texas cattle, 
and thousands of dollars worth of stock has 
since died from this cause. 

In Toronto, Canada, a company has been 
formed tor the purpose of making and dealing 
in scientific appliances for buttermaking. The 
company is calied The International Compauy 
for Dairy and Other Itequirement —the rest of 
the name will be sent around as soon as a steam- 
er can be chartered to bring it. 


Our Melbourne advices to Aug. say that 
“so far as the season has cone the prospects 
could not be more favorable for ap abundant 
harvest. Throughout the whole colony the soil 
has been well saturated.” Grass was then in 
good condition, although retarded somewhat by 
frosty nights, and stock was thriving. 


A syndidate of English capitalists has 
opened in Larramie, Wy., a slaugbter-house, 
and purpose shipping dressed beef from that 
place to Eastern markets. Whether or not this 
can be made as protitable and successful there 
as in Chicago, where there is a ready market for 
every part of the animal, remains to be seen. 


The Jerseys have been receiving more than 
the usual dewree of consideration this year from 
judges at the fairs and attention from the news- 
papers, all of which does nct seem to change the 
opinion of the veteran agricultural editor of the 
lowa State Register, who declares that ** the little 
rats of Jerseys are wood neither for beef, for 
veal, nor for tish-bait.”’ 


Queensland statistics show that there are 
in the colony 8,262,800 sheep; of cattle, 3,542,000; 
of horses, 192,383. The increase in sheep over the 
number of the next preceding year was 1,750,- 
000. In cattle the increase over si was 379,273, 
and over the year 1871 was 2,373.7. During the 
year 1881 the number of cattic boiled down for 
the tallow was 14,878, and 6,758 were turned into 
preserved meat: there is no record sbowing how 
many were sent to Southern markets. 


An important public sale of Jersey cattle is 
announced to take place in New York City Nov. 
2 and 3, under the management of the veterans, 
Peter C. Kellogg & Co. The bull Fedro will be 
offered by Col. H. 8. Kusseil, Orestes Pierce will 
send fifteen bead, and A. B. Darling, R. 8. Ely, 
J. V. N. Willits, J. W. Alsopp. John J. Holly, D. 
Collamore, D. F. Appleton, J. Fieber Satther- 
thwaite, and EH. L. Clarkson will each contribute 
to make this a very tempting joint public saldo. 


Detroit boasts of new, convenient, and 
woll- built stock-yards, covering some nincteen 
acres near Grand Trunk Junction. The grad- 
ing, sewer system, and paving is complete. Fif- 
teen acres are covered with cobblestone pave- 
ment. The docks for unloading and loading are 
1,100 feet long, a retaining wall of étone rising to 
witbin about one toot of the bight of the floor of 
an ordinary steck-car; the wail is capped by a 
12x19 timber, and the space behing this is then 
filled with earth and paved. 


A letter from C. Bailey, of Downer’s 
Grove, just reecived from Paris, says that it was 
his purpose to send to London on the 2ist inst., 
for shipment to America, six or eight Percheron- 
Norman etalilons of great merit. He describes 
the work of buying really good specimens of the 
breed at reasonabie prices as one of great dilli- 
culty, since the beavy drafts made by America 
upoo the#tuds of France have reduced the sup- 
ply, and the enger competition of American 
buyers has taugut Frenchmen to demand higher 
tigures than ever before. 


Certain growers of combing wools on the 
Dariing Downs, in Queensland, bit upon a good 
plan for deciding the question of the compara- 
tive value of their several clips. Each selected 
ten ewes from his flock, sbeared ali those thus 
selected on the appointed day, and placed all in 
one field for a year, so that the wool of all sbould 
be grown under exactly the same conditions. 
At the end of the year each selected tive ewes 
from his lot of ten; the sheep thus chosen were 
shown on the show-grounds of the Royal Society 
at Toowoomba, each lot of wool packed sep- 
arately and forwarded to Meibourne for the 
opinion of experts. 


There is some reason for thinking that 
America will soon lead the whole world in the 
number of distinct breeds of domestic animals 
within her borders, if not in the aggregate num- 
ber of individuals of each meritorious breed. 
Heavy drafts have this year been made upon 
the Heretord herds, the Sbropsbire Down and 
Oxford Down flocks of Eugland. and she bas also 
gent to us goodly numbers of Norfolk-Suffolk 
polled and other cattle; Scottish breeders bave 
sent to us many Aberdeen- Angus, Short-Horn, 
and Galloway cattle; Chicago men are import- 
ing Swiss dairy cuttie, and Dutch-Friesians, 
Holsteins, and other breeds; and Shetland 
ponies, Clydesdales, Percheron-Normans, Eu- 
glish sbire-bred and other horses, cattle, sheep, 
and dogs in numbers greater than ever before 
have come to America tbis year to help the work 
of improving our domestic animals, 


The Melbourne, Australia, Leader tells of 
the formation of the Australian Oleomargarine 
Company, and that it purposes entering upon 
the manufacture of bull butter on a large scale. 
Fat will be taken from the abattoirs of Mel- 
bourne and suburbs and from the meat-freezing 
works near the site of the new company’s oper- 
ations. The Leader adds that the new company 
will ** confine its operations to the manufacture 
of the oleomafgarine, but doubtiess now that 
the material is to be obtained in the colony. the 
manufacture of cheese from skim milk by the 
addition of oleomargarine. which is now so im- 
portant a trade in America, will become estab- 
lisbed here Some 40,000 bales of wool are annual- 
ly sent from the Deniliquin, Jeriiderie, Urana, 
and Corowa districts to Melbourne, Australia. 
In New South Wales, it is estimated, the total. 
wool clip will de less this than it was last year, 
There were, at the close of 1880, in the —— 
35,398,100 sheep, and it was then hoped that be- 
fore the end of Ii the number would have be- 
come over 40,000,000; but the season was un- 
favorable, and on Jan. 1, 1882, there were only 
06,190,000. It is feared the quality of the clip 
of this year will not be high. 


PLENTY OF LIQUOR LAWS. 


No More Needed in Illinois. 

The Signal, of this city, the organ of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union (Pro- 
hibition), in a review of the laws against the 
liquor trafhe now on our statute-books, shows 
that their provisions are equal to a prohib- 
itory law, if they were only entorced; and 
the question that suggests itself is: Would a 
prohibitory law be enforced more strinzently 
than are existihg laws? Says the Signal. 

It is probable that very few of our temperance 
workers will read these laws without feeling that 
they never before realized what a mass of ex- 
cellent, radical legisiation there bas been in this 
State on this subiect. They cannot fail to con- 
clude that if these laws were only enforced 
iliinois would be as safe as Maine, Kansas, or 
lowa. Wesbould not forget that our present 
laws are probibitory: and though it will cost 
more labor to execute them, still, until we are 
able to obtain prohibition in a nutsbeil, it is our 
duty to enforce them. This is the way to 
strengthen the Prohibition party; and, as Mr. 
McCarthy says, if we are not faithful in that 
which is least, we will never be trusted with that 
which is greatest. 

It may not be amiss to point out a few of the 
gravest current infractions of these laws, and to 
show bow their enforcement would amount to 
practical prohibinon. 

We bavealaw against the manufacture or 
sule of adulterated liquor. That covers the whole 
ground; there is no other kind of liquor made or 
sold im this State. Enforce that law, and we shal! 
have perfect prohibition. 

We bave a law forbidding the sale of liquor to 
minors, to intoxicated people, and to people in 
the babit of gettinme intoxicated. These are the 
only three Classes that patronize the dram-shops. 
ne es a this law, therefore, and you have prohi- 

tion. 

We have a law that every common drunkard, 
and every one who habitually misspends his time 
in a tippling-shop, may be sent to jail for six 
mouths by a Justice of the Peace. Enforce that 
law, and every dram-shop must close. 

Mo have a law that u liquor license, in coun- 
ties under towuship government, shall not be 
granted to any one except on the petition of a 
majority of the yoters of the town in which the 
dramshop is to be located. Enforce that law, and 
it drives whisky out of Chicago and every city 
in tne State. 

W ben these laws are taken cumuiatively their 
terrible severity is seen still more strikingly. 
We bave also reason to be grateful that our Su- 
preme Court bas given us immense beip in the 
work of enforcing them. Its construction of 
these laws has been iu every instance enlicht- 
ened and considerate, as any one who glances 
over the syllabi of its decisions must ovserve. 

On the whole, it will be found, we think, that 
we have much to be thaukfui for in these laws,

Experiments in Corn-Planting— 
Vaccipating for Chicken 
Cholera. 
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Manufacture of Sorghum Sugar 
Profits of Apple-Growing— 
General Notes. 


Valuable Experiments. 

Dr. Sturtevant, of the New York Experi- 
mental Farm, found from an experiment in 
planting an ear of corn with each circle of 
grain around the cob, making a row so as to 
test the comparative value from tips, central 
grains, and the butt of the ear, that the result 


was unexpected and surprising. A corres- 
pondent of the Country Gentleman writes of 
the result: 

The result is very remurkable, and, as Dr. 8. 
says, “unexpected and surprising.” In brief, it 
is that well-develo grains on the tips of ears 
tilled out to the end produced the best results, 
both in length of ear and quantity of merchantu- 
bie corn. The grainsfrom the butt came next 
in value, and the central grains, commonly used 
for seed to the exciusion of the others, made 
the poorest product. These phenomena were 80 
marked as to be incontrovertibie. I have usual- 
ly 32 the tips of the ears as inferior seed, 
but | take off my hat betore a factatany time. 
1 will say, however, that the grains planted were 
from an ear well developed to the end, and that 
the experiment proves nothing as to ears where 
the end of the ear is defective. 

The experiment with potatoes showed that 
deep cut and single eyes produced the most 
and best marketable potatoes, while single 
eyes cut shallow were inferior. Dr. Sturte- 
vant explains that the germ of the potato 
— deeply into the tuber, and in shal- 

ow cuttings much of this germ 18 destroyed. 
This theory is supposed to account for the 
partial fallure of potatoes the past few years 
from defective seed. It is remarked that 
some varieties are cut more easily In the 
right direction than others, and that in some 
kinds the germ does not penetrate so deeply. 


Vaccination a Cure tor Chicken Cholera. 

Mention was made in Taz Tumor afew 
weeks ago of the results obtained from vac- 
cinating fowls as a preventive of chicken 
cholera. A correspondent writes as follows: 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

ZANESVILLE, O., Oct. 24.—Several experiments 
have been made during the past five years by 
different parties for the purpose of preventing 
the spread of chicken-cbolera by inoculation or 
vaccination. We bave during the past two years 
vaccinated the fowls in wuineteen different 
yurds When the cholera was prevailing badiy, 
and in euch yard we left some common fowis 
pot vaccinated, and they all died; but of the 
2,000 vacciuated only eleven died, althougb they 
were in the same yard with those not vaccinated 
that were dying daily by the score. We buve 
every reasou to believe that this chicken vac- 
cluation will be as effective in preventing 
cbolera among fowls as vaccination is in pre- 
venting smail-pox among the human family. 
Vaccinate a neu and ju eight days her system 
will be thoroughly inoculated, then cut off ber 
bead and catch all the blood in some vessel, 
then pour this blood out ou papbr and let it dry; 
a hait-drop of this dried biood is sufficient to 
vaccioate a fowl, and the blood of one hen will 
vaccinate your Whole flock. Catch the fowl you 
wish to vaccinate, and, with a pia or knife, 
toake a littie scratch on the thigh—just enough 
to draw blood—then moisten a littie piece of 
the paper with the dried blood on and stick 
it on the chicken's leg where you scratched it, 
then let the fowl run, and you need have no 
teur of chicken-choiera. As the result of my 
many experiments I have now dried blood 
enough to vaccinate, I should suppose, 10,000 
fowts, tor which I dave no use, as 1 do not sell 
patent medicines. It any of your readers are 
enough interested in poultry to try this pro- 
ventive, by writing to me I will send them, free 
of any charge, ¢nough dried bivod to start with. 
All 1 ask is that they send immediately, before 
the blood loses its strength, and report the ro- 
sultof their experiment to your many renders.

Apple Culture, 

Prescott Williams, of Wüllamsburg. Mass., 
who has given aquarter ofa century to apple 
culture, and now has twenty acres in this 
fruit—about 1,400 trees in all—has one of the 
largest crops this year the orchards ever 
produced. It reached about 800 barrels. 
These trees are expected to reach a bearing 
capacity of 2,000 barrels. In the next teu 
years the income from the twenty acres is 
estimated at $2 a year, The land is like 
all that adjolulng, and Mr. Williams con- 
siders it all good for apple culture. ‘The 
peculiarity of his method, is that he digsa 
hole five feet square in which the young 
tree is set, and it is then filled around with 
good soil and well made compost. The 
orchards are never plowed for he has found 
the little rootlets come to the surface for 
nourishment. The windfalls and decayed 
fruit are all removed. The tree is cut 
to grow low with widespreading branches, 
thus avoiding much of the danger from high 
winds. Mr. Williams has this year observed 
for the first time a difference in the shape of 
the Baldwin trees that bear in the odd and 
the even year. The difference is quite notice- 
abie when it is once pointed out. The even- 
year tree has long and slender branches 
reaching out in al! directions, while the odd 
tree is more scrubby, the branches growing 
closer together on the top. These facts may 
be of much importance to those who wish to 
graft the Baldwin. Like many otber fruit- 
raisers, Mr. Williams has come to the con- 
clusion, asaresult of his long experience, 
that only a few varieties of both apples and 
pears are profitable to raise. He would not 
set more than three varieties of pears, and if 
he were to set an orchard of a thousand apple 
trees he says he would set only the Baldwin 
and the Ladies’ Sweeting. The latterisa 
winter sweet, light red in color, Very hand- 
some, and a profuse bearer. 


Sorghum-Sugar at Last.

They turn out batch 
after batch of sugar from sorgbum with precise- 
ly the sume certainty that the Southern planter 
does from the ribbon cane. It any one is at all 
skeptical in regard to this statement, be has 
only to visit Champaign, III., to bave that skep- 
ticiam removed. He will see some thirty bar- 
reis of nice sugar turned out daily, fully equal 
to the New Orleans, selling by the barrel at the 
sugur-works at 8% cents per pound. There is 
no sorghum flavor nor gummy character about 
the sugar. It will sell in any market with the 
New Orleaus sugar, bringing the same price and 
giving the same satisfaction. And all this suc- 
cess bas been obtained in the most unfavorable 
season that we have had for cane for many 
years. 

This industry will be ot great national ad- 
vantage. It will make our own sugar and keep 
our money at home, instead of sending it abroad 
to the amount of about one bundr millions 
annually. Our farmers are running too much 
to wheat. Innere is a need of some other crop to 
occupy their attention, the product of which can 
be shipped abroad, and sugar will be that prod- 
uct. It is not an exhaustive “Crop to land, like 
wheat, but draws its substance largely from the 
atmosphere—the ashy portion of its constituents 
being exceedingly ligit. It puts the soil in ex- 
cellent condition for other crops, and if fertu- 
izers ure to be used atall on the farm they can 
on no otber crop be used to so great advavan- 
tage; especially the phosphates.as they not only 
largely increase the yield of cane but basten its 
iy | maturity wonudertuily, and yet consume 
but iittie, leaving it in the soil for other crops.

In the South cotton-seed is becoming so 
profitable that the planters are looking for a 
substitute for manure. A writer in Home and 
Farm thinks that if the planters would bold the 
seed for 820 till spring they could break the 
cotton-seed association and have free trade 
in seed. Me predicts that the seed would bring 
$25@30 per ton if the association was broken up. 


Dr. C. C. Miller, of Litinols, who has been 
very successful, advocates working solely for 
comb boney. Me argues that nearly as much 
honey can be secured, and that a ready sale is 
always possible at good prices, Most beekeep~ 
ers take the opposit ground. They reason that 
two or three times as much extracted honey can 
be realized, and that by keeping it before the 
people a taste for honey in this form will be 
created, so that there will be no trouble to find 
sale at good prices. 


The Mensury barley is a new variety, and 
likely to become popular. It is six-rowed, and 
was sent out by the Department of Agriculture 
four or five years ago. It originated in Canada, 
It has long, heavy heads, which bang down wen 
filling, but its straw is so-strong that it does not 
fall down, even on the richest land. It has been 
tested for malting and pronounced superior for 
that purpose. In ripening it is a little later 
than the common six-rowed, and is easily dis- 
tinguished from that when growing by a slight- 
ly reddish tinge to the beard when the heads 
appear. 

The valuable results obtained from thor- 
ough tilling of a small pateh of land is illus- 
tratea by the following credited to a paper away 
down in Maine: “He planted one-third of bis 
acre in corn, and he usually produced thirty-six 
bushels of good corn. This quantity was sufficient 
for his family use and for fattening two or three 
hogs. From the same ground on which the corn 
stood he raised 200 or 300 pumpkins and an 
ample supply of beans. From a bed of six yards 
square he usually obtained sixty bushels of 
onions; these be sold for $1 a bushel, which 
amount purchased his flour for om year. Thus 
from one-third of an acre and an onion bed be 
obtained his breadstuffa and 200 or 300 pounds of 

rk. The remainder of the ground was appro- 
priated to ail kinds of vegetabies for both sum- 
mer and wiuteruse. He also hada flower garden, 
raspberries, currants, gooseberries in great 
abundance, and also a few choice apple, pium, 
pear, peach, and quince trees. 

A French chemist, M. E. Duclaux, has 
made some interesting experiments in cheese- 
making, with a view mainly to discover the 
causes which determine the flavor of the 
cheeses. It bas often been asked why cheese 
made in different districts in a precisely similar 
manner vary greatly in flavor, while those of 
one particular spot, although manufactured in 
very different ways, are almost precisely alike 
to the taste. The researches of M. Duciaux 
tend to prove that neitner climate, soil, food, 
manipulation, nor variety in the breed of cows 
largely affects the quality of the cheese. It 
would appear rather that a fungus mold, allied 
in some cases to yeast, in others to mold. is 
communicated by germs in the atmosphere to 
the cheése, and this it is which gives it its dis- 
tinguishing flavor. Sanguine people alread 
look forward to tne time when tne farmer will 
be enabled to inoculate his cheeses with a vari- 
ety of ferments, so as to produce Cheddar, 
Stilton, Parmesan, or Gruyére at will. 


COCKERILL’S CASE. 


Additional Strong Points for the De- 
fense—Evidence that Slaybaek In- 
tended to Kill the Editor—Veneomeus 
Methods of a Rival Journal. 

Dispatch to Cincinnatt Engutrer. 

Sr. Loui, Oct. 26.—A couple of affidavits 
were received in this city today which add 
to the constantly increasing testimony to the 
effect that Col. Slayback had for some days 
previous to the fatal meeting entertained the 
idea of killing Col. Cockerill, and expressed 
himself openly on the subject They are 
supplied by two highly reputable residents 
of Canton, III., who were in St, Louis dur- 
ing fair week, and one day heard Col. Siay- 
back threaten Cockerill’s life. 

One of the affiants is a printer, engaged in 
the job department of the Canton Reyister. 
His affidavit is to the effect that he and his 
companion, the other witness, were standing 
close by Slayback’s office on ‘Tuesday, Oct. 3, 
when his attention was drawn to a man 
speaking loudly and angrily the words: “1 
would kill him.“ He turned and recognized 
Col. Slayback as the party who made the re- 
mark. 2 followed it up with the ut- 
terance: It ever Cockerill attacks me in his 
paper as he attacked Col. Brodhead 1 will 
gO up inte his office and kill the -—— — ofa 
—. Witness then saw Col. Slayback leave 
the gentleman to whom he addressed the re- 
mark and turn into the hallway of his build- 
ing and disappear up the stairway. 

The other affiant is a grocery clerk living 
in Canton, who accompanied the other wit- 
ness in his trip to St. Louis, and who. was 
standing with him at the time Slayback made 
the murderous threat. He was not acquaint- 
ed with Slayback’s appearance, and the other 
witness made the remark to him, That is 
Col. Slayback, designating the man who had 
made the threat, whose purport is remem- 
bered by him clearly. The place which these 
witnesses describe as being the scene of Slay- 
back’s appearance when he made the threats 
is * in front of the building which con- 
tains his office. 

The Republican is quite overdoing the 
thing in its onslaught on Mr. Cockerill. Last 
Friday evening Mr. Cockerill and two friends 
went into a private room in a restaurant and 
partook of stewed oysters, enjoying the plain 
dish without embellishments of any kind. 
They would have supped in the hotel room 
where they had n the evening but for 
the fact that the hotel people were not able 
just then to supply the repast. This simple 
occurrence has nm made the basis this 
morning for the following paragraph in the 
Republican: It is said that the Cockerill 
banquet last Friday night was a big suc- 
cess.” Such outrageous business as this is 
doing much, not only to add to the sympathy 
for Cockerill, but also to detract from that 
which at first was so freely given to the dead 
lawyer; and it is feared that, if this disregard 
for decency for the living is continued, re- 
spect for the dead will be laid aside, and 
matters published which would make the 
friends of the late Mr. Slayback deeply re- 
gret that they did not interfere before for- 
bearance on the part of Mr. Cockerill’s many 
friends ceased to be a virtue.

The Managers of the “ Herald” 
Deny the Charge of Con- 
spiracy. 


Another Suit Against the South Side Street- 
Railway-Judgments and Orim- 
inal Business, 


The Answer of the Herald“ to the 
Charges Made Against It by Its Late 
Washington Correspondent. - 

About two weeks ago W. Scott Smith, of 
Washington, filed a biil against the Chicago 
Herald Company and its managers, A. F. 
Hatch, James W. Scott, O. F. Aldis, F. W. 
Rice, and Henry Wolseley, charging them 
with having made fraudulent mortgages on 
the property of the paper, and with trying to 
freeze out him and other stockholders who 
were inimical to the present management by 
making a heavy assessment on the stock. He 
asked for a Receiver and an accounting. 
Yesterday the defendants filed a joint an- 
swer,in which they denied all the material 
allegations of the bill. ‘They admit the or- 
ganization of the Herald Company witha 
capital of $150,000, and that complainant 
owns ten shares, which he has fully 

ald for by his services, bat not 

i money. He also owns 1.6 shares addition- 

al, likewise paid for in services, for which 

no certificate has been issued to him. Of the 

remaining shares 687 are held by James W. 

Scott. They were originally subseribed for 

by W. D. Eaton, but were not pald for, and 

were assigned by him to Scott in trust for 
the company. Hatch holds 638 shares, com- 
plainant ten shares, and the other 165 shares 
are held in small amounts by various parties. 
The defendants also admit the company owns 
$20,000 of personal property, that the paper 
has a valuable circulation and good will, and 
can be made protitable if prudently man- 
aged. It is denied that Eaton for the last 
year has practically abandoned all connec- 
tion with the paper, or as Director, but on 
the contrary it is claimed he was present at 
the meeting of the Board of Directors Aug. 

24, 1882, when the assessment complained of 

was made, and when the Hatch and Wolseley 

mortgages were ratified by the board. 

As to the assessment of 50 per cent on the 
stock, the defendants deny that it was wade 
by Hatch, Scott, and Rice in July last, but 
eldim that at the meeting of Aug. 24 a resolu- 
tion was upanimosaly adopted, all the Dijrect- 
ors but J. M. Angle being present, to the ef- 
feet that the amount unpaid on each and 
every share of the stock, excepting the stock 
held by J. W. Scott as trustee for the com- 
pany, should be paid into the company by 
the respective stockholders on or before 
Sept. 10, 1882. Of the then outstanding stock 
the holders of 699 shares had paid for the 
saine in full, on 114 shares 50 2 ceut had 
been paid, and the object of the resolution 
was to put all the stockholders on an equal 
footing, and to secure funds necessary to 
carry on the business of com- 
pany. It is denied that — of 
the stockholders, except compiainant, 
were dissatistied with the management of 
the paper by the Hatch-Scott party, or that 
dissatisfied stockholders gratuitously as- 
signed 400 shares of stock to Hatch. or that 
the latter has now acquired 700 shares in 
pursuance ot any scheme to get control of 
the company, or without paying for the 
same. All the stock Hatch holds was ac- 
quired by subscription, or“ by a fair and sat- 
isfactory purchase from the holders thereof, 
attes a full and truthful statement of the 
condition and affairs of the company.” 

In the next place, the defendants deny that 
Hatch, Scott. and Rice ever conspired to- 
gether to cheat the other stockholders, or 
compel them to give up their stock tul- 
tously: or that they represen the 
company was largely in debt, beyond 
its power to pay; or that they knew 
the indebtedness, which they acknowl- 
edge was large, was fictitious. In fact, 
Riee was nota Director at the time theas- 
sessment was made, the Directors then being 
F. W. Palmer, W.. b. Eaton, J. W. Scott, A. 
F. Hatch, and J. M. Angle, all but the last of 
whom agreed to the assessment. It is ad- 
mitted the Herald was at one time in sym- 
pathy with the present Administration, but it 
is denied that in consequence thereof the 
paper received $3,000 worth of advertising 
from the Government, and the defendants 
claim the official pap did not amount to over 
$1,000 a year, and was ineonsiderable and 
valueless. The paper did build up a good 
business as an Administration organ, and 
was started principally with funds con- 
tributed by officers of the United States, but 
also gained friends outside of the Adminis- 
tration. The defendants also deny that the 
ch the policy of the paper to freeze ou 
stoek holders, or that it lost all its Government 
advertising or half its cireulation, or that 
Hatch, Scott, and Rice have refused to pay 
their assessment. The paper now is con- 
ducted on business principles for the sole in- 
terest of its stockholders,” and its circula- 
tion and business patronage have steadily in- 
creased ever since. The Wolseley mortgage 
for $20,000 and the Hatch mortgage for 
$10,111 are claimed to have been given for 
bona-tide indebtedness and the money used 
in paying pressing claims and in carrying on 
the regular business of the paper. The 
mortgages, which authorize a foreclosure at 
private sale without notice,have not been re- 
corded, and the circumstance of their exist- 
ence has not been unnecessarily blazoned to 
the world in order to preserve the credit of 
the company. 

The management of the paper since May, 
188i, has been chiefly coniided to Scott by 
the Directors, but the defendants deny that 
he has conducted the business in a reckiess 
or extravagant manner, or that he ciaims the 
expenses have amounted to $182,000, or 
$42,000 has been paid fer editorial work, or 
that the expenses have been $5,000 more 
than the income since Sept. 9, 1 or that 
any of the funds have been fraudulently, or 
extravagantly, or improperly used. Com- 
plainant Was for several months 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Herald. and his ten shares were 
given him as part payment for his services, 
but, as is charged, he was incompetent and 
derelict in the performance of his duties, and 
he was discharged about a month ago. Smith 
then applied to Scott to buy his stock at par, 
and on Scott's refusal Smith threatened to 
make the paper all the trouble he could, and 
this, it is claimed, is the milk in the cocoanut 
as to his attack on the company. The de- 
fendants then deny all the charges of con- 
spiracy, bad faith or mismanagement, and 
ask to have the bill dismissed, 


Another Grip-Car Case, 

A suit was begun yesterd#@y in the Circuit 
Court by Frank Simons against the Chicago 
City Railway Company to recover $5,000 
damages. He says that on the ist inst. he 
boarded a State-street car with a friend and 
paid his fare. He stood on the front plat- 
form in order to enjoy a smoke. The car 
was drawn by horses, the cable being out of 
order, and at Twenty-first street a change 
was made anda grip-car attached, Simons 
and his friend then took a seat in the grip- 
car. The conductor came along and de 
manded their fares, in obedience to the rule 
of the road that a party changing from one 
car tc another must pay a second time. 
Simons refused to pay, and the conductor, 
instead of stopping the car and putting him 
off, gave him a severe shaking and went 
away. He returned again in ashort time 
and made another demand. He was again 
refused, and then made another assault on 
Simons, knocking his hat into the street and 
Striking his head against a support of the 
car.

Under the present sys- 
tem of carrying on the business there is noth- 
ing like a fair competition. The fact is that 
chemical science has taken such mighty 
strides that the art of substituting is 
now as familiar to certain grades of 
druggists as the simplest formulas in the 


| books. These, 1 hope and believe, are few 
and far between, and yet there are enough 


of them to injure the trade and the reputa- 
tion of honest dealers, and to perplex and worry 
the physicians. Among a certain class of péo- 
pie, not the very poor especially, there is a rage 
for cheapoess, of which the charlatans of the 


drug trade have not been slow to take advantage. 


With these people to be well served is to be 
cheaply served, and they go home chuckling to 
themselves when they have saved a penny or 
two, never thinking that perbaps their search 
after ecoromy would result eventually in a loss 
both of money and health. Sometimes, just bo- 
fore I retired from business, a man would come 
into my office and ask, What would you un 
this bottle with laudanum for? ‘Seventy-nve 
cents,” | would answer. Oh. I can get it filled 
for 35 cents.’ I never argued the point, but let 
him get his laudanum as cheaply as be could. 
All I knew was that | could not sell it for that 
price. Probably he got it of less than half 
strength. 
STORES TO AVOID. 

“My experience of drug stores leads me to 
believe that those which are always selling out 
and changing hands had better be avoided. 
The odds are that their stocks are never com- 
plete, and that their ability to fill even ordinary 
prescriptions is far below par. You remember 
Sawyer, late Nocemorf, in the Pickwick Papers, 
don't you, and the rows of empty drawers with 
their gilt labels? Well, there are some of that 
sort, I have no doubt, in this city. Young men, 
fresn frum the schools of pharmacy, want to 
start in life for themselves, and most generally 
begin oo a capital ludicrously disproportioned 
to their wants. A drug store is nut like a gro- 
eery. It needs finer and more elaborate fittings, 
— thus by the time the young man has made 
his shop presentable his Money is so nearly ex- 
hausted that be gan buy little or no stock. en 
bis temptauous begin. He is dealing moatly with 
ignorant peopic, and seeing bow easily he can 
impose upon them be does it persistently, and 
soon becomes an adept in adulteration and 
substituuon. Meanwhile, the honest druggist 
in the same neighborhood suffers. To put up 
good drugs he must charge yoo! prices. Hut be 
lives in spite of bis cheaper fvllow-tradesman, 
tor somebow the people sooner or later discover 
that be sells what they cali for. Then the am- 
bitious, but cheap, young druggist puts up his 
shutters and decam ps. 


COMMON ADULTERATION, 


„Once in a while one feels like taking a bottle 
of citrate of magnesia, and it is a good thing if 
one buys it at the right place. ut it is not 
pleasant to know that some of the druggists 
make it out of epsom salts, which can be bought 
for a mere trifie. The process is a very simpie 
one. They dissolve the salts io water, add a lit- 
tie citric acid to give the necessary sour taste, 
and tbrow in the bicarbonate of potassium to 
produce effervescence, There you ure! a prime 
article of citrate of magnesia; and Iwill venture 
to say that this decoction is daily paimed off on 
the public by men who would disdain to pick 
your pocket. 1 don’t know that there is any tre- 
mendous profit in this preparation, for most of 
those who use it get it from druggists of estab- 
lished reputation; but I am certain it is 
quite extensively made, 


SODA-WATER SIRUPS. 


“One of the commoncst and most profitable of 
the tricks practiced by the druggists is the man- 
ufacture of so-called fruit sirups from acids. 
Vanilla you will generaliy Gud pretty pure, for 
it is hard to imitate, and raspberry, strawberry, 
piveappie, and lemon are also geuerully pure, 
although citric acid makesa very good imita- 
tion of lemon sirup. Ginger is also genuine, 

ibly because itis cheaper to use the root 
than to imitate its peculiar pungency. Orgeat 
and nectar are two of the most popular sirups, 
and yet it is safetosay that in the majority of 
instances they are made, not from the kernel of 
the bitter and sweet almond, as they should be, 
but from the oil of almond, which contains a 
considerable infusion of prussic or hydrocyanic 
acid. I do not say these sirups are higuly m- 
jurious—in fact, I do not think they are—I only 
mention them to sbow tbe ease with which 
flavors are iniitated. 

“ Pineappie, banana, péar, apple, strawberry, 
and raspberry sirups can be very readily made 
from the artificial fruit essence, which is com- 
posed of a combination of fusil-oil, sulphuric 
acid, and acetate of potash. By varying his 
proportions, the clever manipulator produces 
the sirup be requires, and so skillful has he be- 
come that he can at will give hig sirup the flavor 
of the bergamot or jargonelle pear, the sweet 
taste of the strawberry, or the slight and 

culiar acid of the pineapple. There is, in 
act, no end to bis ingenuity. 
AN OCULIST’S EXPERIENCE. 

„Digitalis, made from the foxgiove,” said an 
oculist. is used as a heart sedative, but in- 
stead ot making it by infusion of the leaves of 
the plant, in which the full power and fresh- 
news of the remedy are preserved, some drug- 
gists make it from the extract. This is some- 
times, however, the fault of the patient, who 
dislikes to wait for the hour or more 
that the making of the infusion requires. When 
I have to presoribe podopuy iliu (the resin of the 
May apple), which is used asa cathartic as well 
as a liver stimulant, I saree for an eighth 
of a grain if I know that patient patroulzes 
a first-class druggist. If. on the other hand. I 
know that he gets bis drugs from a druggist who 
is not strictly Al,I double the amount. The 
powder of podopbylilin is less expensive than the 
resin, and not so effective, and is often substi- 
tuted for it. Chlorine water, which is | ly 
used, should have a strong odor, but it is often 
served without any odor at all. It should always 
be fresh. and I am careful in prescribing it to 
know who the druggist is who puts it up. More 
than once I bave prescribed boracic acid as an 
astringent, but have found it to expand the pu- 
pil like atropia. I do not know what was sub- 
stituted for it in these cases. I believe many 
druggists look upon borax as 4 good substitute 
for boracic acid.’

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THE BRITISH DEBT. 


Causes of its Slow Liquidation— 
Great Reduction of Tax- 
ation. 


Constant Wars—Property Pur- 
chased—Termiuable An- 
nuities. 


London Times, Oct. 13. 

A Parliamentary paper issued on Wednes- 
day gives a concise view of a subject which 
is always interesting and practical. The 
burden and the incidence of the national 
debt are elements of the highest importance 
in our financial system, although probably 
only a small proportion of the taxpayers of 
the country are accurately informed with re- 
spect to them. The truth is that the popular 
sentiment regards the debt charge as some- 
thing vast massive, and permanent, which 
must be endured without impatience and 
with little hope of relief. Butit is not the 
fact that the burden remains unaffected by 
all the labor and ingenuity of financial 
statesmanship. The Parliamentary return 
just published shows that if the 
British Government is unable to rival the 
achievements of the United States in the 
reduction of debt by direct purchase and can- 
celing of stock, the operations for that object 
have, nevertheiess, been extensive and success- 
ful, and are so steadily conducted as to produce 
results of a most satisfactory kind. 

THE POPULAR CONCEPTION OF THE NA- 

AL DEBT 

is that it amounts on a rough estimate to £800-, 
000.000, and that all efforts to reduce it have 
touched only a small fraction of it. The ac- 
counts, bowever. prove that for the past quarter 
of a century—in fact, since the winding-up of 
the charges of the Crimean War—the reduction 
of debt bas gone on steadily from year to year. 
In 1857-58 the total amount was 489. 
000.000; in 1865-"66, at the close of Mr. 
Giadstone’s most brilliant period of financial 
Administration, it was brought down to 805. 
000,000; in 1868-00, when the Conservatives bad 
beid office for three years, it bad fallen to £803,- 
000,000; in 1873-74, a greater advance had been 
made and the debt stood at £752,000,000; and in 
1875-76, the process having been uninterrupted 
by the change of Goverument, at £772,000,000. 
At this point there wasaturn in the tide, due 
mainly to the exigencies of foreign politics, and 
until the last flouncial year, 1831-82, the debt 
never stood at so low a figure as in 1875-76. Last 
year it was £708,700,000, and tor the present your 
the official estimate tixes the amount at £76),- 
0u0,000— that 18, 76.000. 000 less than the debt as 
it stood five-and-twenty years ago. 

This is not an inconsiderabie reduction, cven 
if the character of the burden were precisely 
the same as thatto which the nation was sub- 
ject at the close of the Crimean war. But. as 
Mr. Hubbard bas pointed out in one of bis in- 
structive letters which was lately priated oa 
this subject, a large part of the debt created in 
recent years, Whien has diminished the apparent 
net reduction, is represented by certain 

VALUABLE ASSETS 
unlike anything to be found on the right side of 
the account of 1867, For example, the purchase 
of the rights and property of the telegraph 
companies by the State involved the creation of 
nearly £11,000,000 worth of stock, Dut in ex- 
change for this the Government has obtained 
possession of a paying concern, at present 
actually yielding a prout equal to the 
interest on the stock created for 
this purpose, and giving fair promise 
of a much larger return. Again, the 
money raised for the purchase of the late Khe- 
dive’s Suez Canal shares figures as a temporary 
increase of the debt in 1876; but the shares. it is 
adimitted,wereaiways full value fur the 41.000.000 
which were paid for them, and are now, if it 
were expedient to part with them, worth a great 
deal more. M. de Lesseps reminded us the other 
day that the original 50U0-franc shares are now 
worth about 2,700 francs each in the open mar- 
ket, and though, of course, the shares beid by 
the Britisn Government stand in a different po- 
sition from the ordinary shares, because inter- 
est at 5 per cent is paid upon them by the Egyp- 
tian Government. and not by the company, and 
the reguiar coupons bave been alienated for 
several years to come, it is still obvious that 
they share iu the increase of value due to the 
success of the enterprise. Another element in 
the debt which is rather apparent than real is. 
the amount representing 
“LOANS RECOVERABLE,” 

which Mr. Hubbard reckons at over £28,000,000. 
The official return shows that in the quarter of a 
century the total decrease in the debt, not tak- 
ing into account the amount of debt created for 
special purposes.“ was over £119,000,000. Hut 
the special purposes in question inciude such 
unproductive expenditure as that upou fortin- 
cauons and army lovalization, which, bowever 
necessary and defensible, have procured the 
country nothing in the shape of a realizable and 
recoverable asset. Taking, bowever, the assets 
that may be properly set off against debt—the 
telegraph property, the Suez Canal shares, and 
the loans to public bodies—there is a sum of not 
jess than £43,000,000 to be subtracted from 
the 4763,000,000, which is the nominal 
amount of the debt at the present 
time. Mr. Hubbard insists upon another 
point in which, be maintains, the vflicial figures 
unfairly exaggerate the burden upon the com- 
munity. The amount of the ordinary stocks is 
computed at par, and certainly there scems to 
be no reason for assuming that the Government 
will be able to extinguish the J per cents below 
par. But besides the ordinary stocks there are 


THE TERMINABLE ANNUITIES, 


“which in caculating the capital of the debt have 


to be reduced to cash value. It is an easy actu- 
arial operation to determine the cash value of 
the terminal aunouities. But in the official re- 
turn it is estimated as if invested in 3 per cent 
stock at an assumed price of 9.3. It is difficuls 
to understand why this imaginary conversion is 
made ata price which has no practical relation 
to the present value of consols. If the 
Government had really to sell or buy 
3 per cent stock, it would have to deal upon the 
basis ofa price rang within a fraction, one 
way or other, of pur. r. Hubbard appeurs to 
be justified in his criticisms upon the incongru- 
ity of lumping together in the computation of 
the rewate debt ordinary stocks and untund- 
ed debt all reckoned as payable at par, and the 
capital value of the terminable annuities sup- 
posed to be invested at nearly 8 per cent below 
—＋ If the value of the terminuble annuities 
supposed to represented, like the rest of 
the debt, by 3 per cent stock at par instead of at 
93.3, another deduction of over £2,000,000 must be 
made from the total. In that case, the actual 
burden of the debt will be found to be about 
718.000, 000, or £120,000,000 less than the amount 
owing by the State a quarter of a century ago, 
It must be borne in mind that tbis result has 
been accomplished in spite of severe and in- 
cessant demands upon the resource of the na- 
tion for the defense of the interests and honor 
of the Empire, 


WITHOUT RESORTING TO UNSOUND OR OP- 
PRESSIVE METHODS OF TAXATION. 


A vast system of duties such as the ple of 
the United States are willing to maintain, partly 
with the object of paywmg off their debt, could 
not be borne in any country less protected by 
its natural resources against the miscoiets of 
bad tinance. lu England, if no suck violent and 
dangerous expedients bave been resorted to in 
furthering the reduction of the debt; if, in- 
deed, what has been done has not prevented 
large remissions of taxes from year to yeur, 
and a mressive decrease of the pressure 
of tayation, itis all the more creditable that in 
twenty-five years one-sevéenth part of the who e 
burden should bave been practically lifted from 
the shoulders of the country. Whatever may 
be urged by Mr. Hubbard and others against the 
system of terminabie annuities, it cannot be 
disputed that it has lurgely contributed to make 
the reguiar reduction of debt possible by dis- 
guising the operation of a plan for paying off 
Capital as well as interest. This is not altogether 
an imaginary advantage, as persons familiar 
with the details of the system may consider it. 
The taxpayer is not curious, and, as we know, 
indirect taxes are paid without a mur- 
mur where direct 
an instant and — outery. 
eration ot the “sinking funds,“ old and new— 
the former consisting uf the excess of income 
over expenditure, the actual surplus, if any, in 
each financial year, the latter consisting pf the 
excess ot the fixed provision for the charge of 
the debt over the actual payments required— 
disguise, in the same way, fact that there 
is an application of public money every year to 
the emption of debt. If Mr. Gladstone were

THE NEW OLIVE BUTTER 


is excellent for frying purposes. There’s so 

in a name, but probably nothing of the “ olive” in the 
butter except its color; but, besides being assured by 
chemists that this is a perfectly pure vegetable oil, 
all housekeepers who have tried it will agree that it is 
extremely economical and makes & Very delicate fry- 
ing material. Here was formerly the situation in the 
kitchen over the frying-pan: You could une lard, 
which was not cheap, ana “used up” very fast; you 
bud butter, which, besides being @xpensive, required 
a skillful cook to keep it from burning; or you could 
use salad oll, which, though costing alarmingly to be- 
gin with, required so little to do the work that the 
cooking-schoo! would toll you it was like the widow's 
cruse—it did not seem to lose perceptibly; after fry- 
ing fifty oysters the bottle was nearly as full as be- 
fore. But very few American housekeepers could be 
brought, by ite first expensiveness, to try using sweet 
oil, which ts the frying materia! of all South Furope. 
We leave out of the list “ clarified fat,” or dripving, 
because there is seldom enough Of this to do the en- 
tire cooking with, even with a conscientioas person in 
the kitchen who understands how to save and use it 
all, as it should always be insisted on. The two best- 
known vegetable oils that this country produces are 
cotton-seed oil and peanut-oll, both of which are 
understood to have been for years exported to Eu- 
rope, coming back to us in wicker-covered flasks as 
Italian olive oll. Real olive ol! from California is too 
small a product as yet to count much inthe home 
market. The manufacturers of the new olive butter 
—which is not butter at all, but a clear, greenish oil— 
have agreed to giye us a home product, warranted 
pure, without the oceagpovage; though, to conciliate 
our ridiculous American prejudices, do not label it 
cotton-seed or peanut oil, the former of which it 
probably is. Anybody who tries it will agree that it 
cooks as wellas salad oil; and as all vegetable oils 
beat at lower temperature than the solid anima! fata, 
it does not burn away or waste as rapidiy as lard. It 
comes in convenient cans, with a mouthpiece, like 
the kerosene oil-can, so that you can pour off just the 
desired quantity for use, and, after cooking, this can 
be carefully strained and returned to the can. except 
it has been used for fish, when it must be put in a 
sepurate bottle and kept apart for this use. It basa 
slightly pungent smell when cooking, which is said to 
be entirely removed by the use of a pinch of salt, but 
which is no worse than other frying through the 
house. The egge-plants, oysters, Clam, or corn fritters 
that are turned out of olive butter by a good cook, 
have not a particle of greasiness about them, nor 
any taste whatever of the medium in which they are 
fried. 9

He laid great 
stress On what he called her levity when giving 
her testimony in court, ber neglect of her hus- 
band's business, her running after strange men, 
ete. It would be a kindness to ber, he said, to 
place ber in an asylum. 

At llo’clock Mr. Blanchard commenced bis 
speech forthe respondent. It was in the main 
that Mrs. Scoville was sane, according to the 
testimony of those who knew ber best, and that 
the petition to deciare her insane was a con- 
spiracy on the part of her husband. 

At noon the court adjourned, and at 2 o'clock 
Mr. Blanchard resumed his argument, closing at 
3. Mr. Monroe spoke nearly two hours, follow- 
ing the argument outlined in bisopening. When 
be closed Judge Loomis read his instructions to 
the jury as to the law in the case, the weight to 
be attached to the testimony of experts and 
others, and a general review of the whole case. 


A SEALED VERDICT. 


At twenty minutes to 5 the jury retired and 
few spectators remuined, expecting that a 
verdict would be reacbed immediately. During 
Mr. Monroe's remarks Mrs. Scoville left the 
court-room. When it was thought a verdict 
would be reached no one seemed to know where 
she was and it was rumored that if she was 
fuund to be insane she would not be forthcom- 


After the jury had been out an bour Judge 
Loomis sent them word that if they agreed dur- 
ing the evening they might return a sealed ver- 
dict, which would be announced in the morning. 
The Judge, counsel, and spectators then left the 
room. few minutes afterwards the jury sent 
word that they bad agreed, and the Judge and 
counsel were sent for. 

Judge Loomis not having arrived at 6 o'clock, 
and the jury being anxious to go home, their 
verdict was sealed, and will be announced at 10 
o'clock this morning. It was the general im- 
pression among disinterested parties in 
the court-room that Mrs. Scoville would be 
found sane by the jury. A Turner reporter 
overheard several zroups discussing the matter, 
and there appeared to be no diversity of opinion 
on the subject, It is belleved, dowever. that the 
sealed verdict to be opened this morning will de- 
clare her insane and a fit subject for an asyium, 
coupied with some recommendations in tne nat- 
ure of a mild restraint. It issaia that an in- 
formal ballot was taken after an interchange of 
opinion, and only one was opposed to placing 
ber inanasylum. After the instructions were 
read and a secret ballot taken, the jury were 
found to havea f Mrs. Scoville has left 
the city she will lixely not return unless com- 
pelled to, if the verdict is as represented above.

THE JEANNETTE. 


Julius De Long, Cousin of the Great 
Explorer, Gives His Opinion as to the 
Seaworthiness of the Vessel. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Prrrsnons, Pa., Oct. 27.—Julius De Long, 

a cousin of Lieut. De Long, of the ill-fated 

Jeannette, resides in Allegheny City, where 

he is engaged in business. Referring to the 

investigation into the loss of the Jeannette 
in progress at Washington, Mr. De Long said 
this evening: I had frequent conversations 
with my cousin before he started on the 
voyage, and he again and again expressed 
his confidence in the vessel, and said she was 
as seaworthy as she could be made. Do you 
suppose he would have left his wife and 
child and started on that voyage if he had 
not thought the Jeannette was perfectly 
safe? Yes, sir; that vessel left San Fran- 
cisco in a perfectly seaworthy condition, and 
not a better vessel was on the seas than the 

Jeannette. My cousin had the oversight of 

some of the repairs, and Lieut. Danenhower 

says that he changed some of his original 


plans. He may have done 80, but if any 
changes were made they enhanced the safety 
of the vessel, as my cousin had been in the 
Arctic regions and knew exactly what was 
required. I have watched this investi- 


gation with the greatest interest, and 
have kept myselt sted on it. 
Lieut. Danenhower 1as told his 


story, and from some things he has said I am 
inclined to think that his brain has not fully 
recovered from the effects of his Arctic ex- 
perience. On my cousin’s former voyage 
two of the officers had a little dispute as to 
the proper pronunciation of a French word. 
The matter was of so little importance that 
ordinarily it would have passed without 
notice; but the men were in such a condi- 
tion that they retused to speak to each other 
for several weeks, On these Arctic voyages 
the men become affected thus, and 
possibly Lieut. Danenhower has not entirely 
recovered. Another matter may have had 
some influence with Danenhower. By his 
rank he was justly entitled to command the 
second boat that went out, but, owing to the 
weakness of his eyes, Lieut. Melville took 
the place.“ 

“Mrs. De Long.” said Mr. De Long in con- 
clusion, is still in the East, and I expect to 
see her in ashorttime. I have not the least 
doubt as to the result of the investigation, 
and again I say the Jeanuette was as stout 


and good a vessel as ever sailed out of 8 
Francisco Harbor. —

to Mission Work.” He made a plea for great- 
er interest and activity in this field of labor. 


THE REV. MR. BLODGETT, A MISSIONARY TO 
CHINA, 

said he had lived twenty-eight years in 
China, the last eighteen years in Pekin. He 
believed men went into the mission field 
from a variety of motives, all good. If ever 
the Lord had a réluctaut servant it was him- 
felt, for it was thirteen years before he could 
bring his mind to mission work. Yet he 
could find no argument against going to the 
heathen that did not militate against 
his Christian character, Intending 
missionaries should very carefully con- 
sider the state of their health 
for if not physically fitted they would break 
down before being able to do 8 work. An- 
other important matter was that of intel- 
lectual qualifications, for it was too often 
the case that missionaries were sent to China 
whom the Chinese locked down upon. The 
requirements of foreign missions were of a 
high character, and no young man should 
hold back because of his social position and 
intellectual force. 

Mr. E. L. Houghton, of Andover, took for 
his theme, “Why Should the American 
Church Undertake Evangelical Work in the 
Romish and Protestant Countries of 
Europe?” He said that the condition of 
Europe was such, both religiously and 
morally, as to make ita proper held for ag- 
gressive mission work. European Catholi- 
cism was neither Catholic nor Christian, 


and had degenerated into superstition 
and positive idolatry. ‘Lhe crucifixes 
and pictures of the saints in the 


churches and homes were as much held as 
gods there as the images of Buddha and 
Vishnu were in India. European Catholics 
were told that the Bible was an immoral and 
abominable book, and their priests would 
not allow them to possess one. European 
Catholics were often liars and were shame- 
fully licentious. ‘The confessional was aden 
of infamy. It was often so in this country, 
but much more so in Europe. Germany suf- 
fered under the deadening influence of Ra- 
tionalism and the Protestant Churches of 
Europe were mostly dead. ‘There had been 
something of a revival of evangelicism in 
Germany, and the number of theological stu- 
dents had largely increased. The indigenous 
Protestanism of Europe was dead, and its 
Catholicism was degraded and idolatrous. 
‘The greater part of continental Europe was 
AGGRESSIVELY INFIDEL. 

A French author had prepared an infidel 
catechisin, from which the speaker quoted 
svlue passages, This work denied the exist- 
ence of God and the immortality of the soul. 
In France the schools were Godless. This 
decay of faith led to widespread and gross 
immorality andSocialism. The speaker read 
a letter frona New England layman who 
had resided some time in Prague in support 
of this assertion. This genutieman stated 
that not one in ten of the natives would tell 
the truth unless it suited him to do so, that 
murders and suicides were so frequent that 
the newspapers had given up reporting them 

aud that the illegitimate births far exceeded 
the legitimate. 

The speaker passed to a consideration 
of Socialism in its different phases, 
and said that all Europe trembied on the 
edge of avoleano. An English missionary 
settled in Belleville, the Socialist quarter of 
Paris, in is7l. In eleven ears the one little 
mission had grown to thirty and Belleville 
had become as quiet as any part ot the city. 
Instead of the wild notes of he Marsel- 
lalse the sound of Gospel hymns rose on 
the even air and we props were quie 
happy, and contented. he speaker argue 
that the conversion of France to evangelical 
religion would be of greater service to the 
cause of Christ than the redemption of all 
India from heathenism. He believed it to 

the duty of America to carry the Gospel 
into France and continental Europe. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of the Chicago Congrega- 
tional Seminary, Mr. Kennedy, of Crozier, 
Pa., and others, joined the discussion of the 
paper. Mr. Cartis, of Union, said he recog- 
nized —{ form of religion as better than 
none, and any form of Christianity as better 
than any other religion. Roman Catholi- 
cism was in many ways bad, but while China, 
Japan and india were crying aloud fur the 
Gospel, American Christians had no right to 
neglect the starving heathen. If they desired 
to enter upon a crusade inst Komanism 
let them begin at home. There were plenty 
of Catholic churches and priests in the 
United States, and a good deal of infidelity 
at their own doors. Other speakers made 


made his report. 

It was developed by the discussion that 
Kentucky had fairly ruined the trade. Her 
capacity is about 1,000,000 gallons of high- 
wines per month. When the trade boom 
was on the wholesale whisky trade 
of the country went on to order 
the necessary supply to ripen in the coming 
three years, so that it could be placed on the 


market. The merchants paid about 100 per 
cent over the production price and 
now hoid the warehouse _ receipts. 


The distillers, however, overdid the thing. 
They produced more whisky than can be 
consumed in six years, and their warehouses 
are full to theroofs. The Kentuckians need 
money, and right under the noses of the 
merchants who bought of them they are sell- 
ing the goods in the warehouses direct to the 
retailers at a less price than the actual cost 
of production and Government tax. The result 
is a total demoralization ot the market. 

To remedy this evil in part the association 
resolved to decrease production to 31,500 
bushels per day, or only 80 per cent of the 
present full capacity, a further reduction of 
25 per cent. his matter was discussed 
at great length before its adoption. 

Cincinnati wanted to reduce her share to 
but 20 per cent of her capacity, and Peoria 
also made objection, but the motion finally 
prevailed. 

How to get at the Kentucky fellows was 


the next question. The Chicago market 
is not and has not been giutted. 
Her whiskies have been in demand 


in the East because of their purity and excel- 
lent quality, but Peoria has been the great 
loser in the deal. In order to bring about u 
compromise with the Kentuckians the fol- 
lowing committee to confer with a like com- 
mittee of the Kentucky distillers was ap- 

yinted: William F. Hobart, Cincinnati, 

*hilip Zell, John H. Francis, Frank Corning, 
A. Woolmer. They will meet in Lexington, 
Ky., on the 8th of November. 

The following resolutions, offered by Dr. 
Rush, were adopted: 

WHerxzEAS, We, the manufacturers of tax- 
paid distilled spirits, deprecate the law altiowing 
the manufacture of distilled spirits witbout 
payment of tax or proper Gevernment super- 
vision in vineyard factories, and us the cider- 
vinegar makers are offering to codperate with 
us, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Western Export Associa- 
uon will again oall the attention of Congress to 
the injury done by allowing distilleries to be 
operated without paying tax. and that we will 
invite the cider-vinegar makers to codperate 
with us to have tne objectionabie law repeaied. 

The association concluded its labors Thurs 
day evening and adjourned subject to call.

The local money market was about as active 
as for two or three days previously on city ac- 
count, there being a fair demand for acoommo- 
dation, and former rates were well sustained. 
They are quoted at 7@8 per cent, with an occa- 
sional piece of first-class paper negotiated at a 
shade less than the inside figure. The move- 
ment of currency to the country was smaller, 
and there was nothing to indicate the big ro- 
ceipts of hogs which some have promised for 
November, or a continuance into next month of 
our present liberal receipts of corn. 

Easteru exchange was quoted easier by some, 
but sales between banks were reported at par, 
and the lowest rate noted was 25c discount per 
$1,000, at which figure the market closed tirm. 

The aggregate ciearings of the Chicagy banks 
was $7,700,000, being $100,000 less than the totai 
for Thursday. 

Foreign exchange was quiet and steady, with 
a rather licht supply of bills. Posted rates were 
48244 @486, with actual sales at 482@485',. Docu- 
mentary quoted at 479% @48). Continental rates 
were steady, as follows: Bankers’ francs, 571% 
@517%; documentary bills, 527% 0528 5; bankers’ 
marks, 4%4@9%; documentary marks, %%@ 
*. 

The Chicago Stock Exchange will move next 
Monday to its new rooms at No. 128 Wasbington 
street, just east of the Chamber of Commerco 
building. 

The transfer of the Nickle-Plate Railroad into 
strong hands, as reported in our issue of yester- 
day, seems to have been the immediate occasion 
for a rally along the whole line of stocks. Con- 
fidence revived to the extent of calling outa 
considerably increased demand for leading lines, 
but there were enough willing sellers to cause a 
receding of prices later, though the closing tone 
was generally strong. The suspicion that cer- 
tain parties have been engineering for a boom 
on which they could unload scarcely seems to be 
supported by the known facts. The Vanderbilt 
stocks were generally strong, in sympathy with 
Nickel-Piate, especially New York Centra! and 
Lake Shore. A Chicago authority says: It is 
dflicult to see why the latter is increased in 
value upon the probable assumption of from 
$2u,000,000 to $30,000,000 more obligations without 
any addition to its carning power. 

The latest gossip in New York financiai circles 
includes the following: A rumorof additional 
issue of Minneapolis & Omaha stock is denied by 
the Treasurer of the road. Some people think 
that the Nickel-Plate control has really passed 
into the hands of a London b er. It is alleged 
that the recent break in Deuveér was manipuilat- 
ed to prevent buying. Some people think that 


Vanderbilt has recently been 4 large buyer 


of Omaha. Jersey Central is doing a large busi- 
ness. Itis again thought that the difficulties of 
Metropolitan Elevated are in a fair way for 
speedy adjustment. The Wabash floating debt 
is said to be only $2,000,000, instead of $7,00u,000, 
as reported. Vanderbilt states that the Sep- 
tember earnings of the New York Central & 
Hudson River iucreased $513,000 over last year, 
and the October receipts up to the present time 
are even running ahead of the September in- 
crease. The Lake Shore business was never 60 
large as at present, and the increase over Sep- 
tember receipts is considerabie.

COMMERCIAL. 


Tne leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday and moderately active, but mostly in 
a local way. Provisions and corn ranged higher, 
but there was “plenty of room at the top.“ as 
they both sagged after an eariy flurry of 
strength. Wheat, oats, rye, and bariey fell off, 
while hogs were much stronger. 

Provisions were locally strong, though chiefly 
go in the early part of the day. Liverpool re- 
ported lard gu lower, but bogs here were quoted 
nearly 25c higber, the supply not being large, 
and of rather a poor quality, while there was a 
good shipping inquiry for lard. These points led 
to a better demand for futures botn in pork and 
lard, A leading operator bought November pork 
largely on the rst all, but he was selling the 
longer futures, and also sold some iard, the re- 
sult of the whole being ratherto depress thau 
to strengthen. The chief point in the market 
seemed to be a little scare about the Gilling of 
November contracts, and this partly stiffened 
other deliveries, it was said that hogs will not 
pad out as well next month as has been caicu- 
lated on, and that stocks are too small to bear 
much of a strain by the shorts. November pork 
advanced Ve, declined We, and closed lic above 
the latest regular prices of Thursday. January 
pork advanced c, and closed 5% higher, while 
March pork barely beld its own, though selling 
up Ii atone time. Lard futures advanced 10 
@lobe, and closed 74,@10c above the latest prices 
of Tuesday. October lard was strong at $11.90, 
being an advance of 20c, and spot lard was 
strongly held at $12.00. Meats were quiet, but 
averaged about 10@l5e higher on futures, with 
littie spot stuff offering. Ou the afternoon call 
pork and lard declined 5@1Uc, except that Octo- 
ber and January lard were firm. 

Fiour was in better demand for export, with 
a fair volume of trade at about former prices, 
and a moderate local inquiry. Buckwheat flour 
was quoted tower, on the holding off of cold 
weather. Other milistuffs were in light supply 
and stronger. 

Wheat was “slow andj soft.” Futures sold up 
% early, in sympathy with corn, but fell off, 
and closed 4%@\c below the latest regular prices 
of ‘Thursday, except that May was firmer. Car- 
lots were irreguiur, red declining tc. No. 3 
spring being firmer, and other grades showing 
little change. The British markets were called 
dull and easy, with large stocks at the priovipal 
importing points, and our receipts were full, 
though not equal to those of the previous day. 
The chief points on the market were an absence 
of shipping demand and some pressure of No- 
vember wheat, which was offered rather freely 
by longs. The foreign demand seems to have 
ceased for the time being, and prominent 
parties in the trade said that thore 
was no Eastern demand yesterday. The No. 2 
spring was boughtto deliver on contracts; the 
No. 2 red was taken by parties who believe it 
will pay to carry against sales of regular, aa it 
is intrinsically worth more than the present dif- 
ference; and the lower grades were presumably 
taken by the proprietors of cleaning mils. 
There were very few outside orders, either to 
buy or to sell, and the generul tone of the mar- 
ket was decidedly weary, stale, flat, and unprollit- 
able. On che afternoon call the market was a 
shade firmer, but the subsequent feeling in the 
alley was weak. 

Corn was rather active, and trreguiariy higher. 
The near futures advanced 14%@2v, but fell back 
Ille. and closed le ubove the latest regular 
prices of Thursday, though iittle better than the 
curbstone quotations of that afternoon. Jan- 
uary advanced 1\c, and closed le higher, while 
May only closed me higher. The British mar- 
kets were called firm, “ officially.” with very 
light stocks at importing poiots, while private 
advices quoted more strength “in all positions,” 
and New York wus anxious to obtain cora at &e 
for the first half of November for export. 
There was also a very good supply demaud 
here, but buyers naturally beld back 
for lower prices won they saw 
futures weakening. There was a good deal of 
long cors on the market early iu the day, and 
some room for suspicion that the irregular 
Strength of the previous afternoon was engi- 
neered by certain parties who wanted to sell at 
higher prices yesterday morning. There was 
less doing on outside account, and the later 
weakening was ascribed by some to the fact of 
bright skies as against rain promised by the 
clerk of the weather. Letters from Iowa say 
that the corn crop of that State cannot be picked 
before December, and will not grade before 
June. The southern half of this State is said to 


do fully a month late ou maturity of the corn; 


crop, and the Southern States cannot 
deliver corn without frost to harden it. The 
point is also made by the bulls that the corn 
now coming in was expected, and that prac- 
tically no old corn will be received bere after | 


ally firm. 

Oats were inactive and lower for spot and 
seller the month, the decline the close of 
the previous day being Ge. longer fut- 
ures sold xe higher early, but subsequently fell 
back to about Thursday’s call price. Seller 
May, however, was an exception, closing 40 
above the latest price of Thursday. The do- 
mand for spot was light, and there were appar- 
ently few buying orders. Little trading of any 
kind was done during the last two hours of 
the regular session. No. 2 spot sold at 350. 
closing at Ae, with October selling at a 
range of e. Seller November sold at 
iche and closed at the inside price. May 
ranged at BMG, closing at Sc, No. 2 
white and rejected were nominal. Samples 
were slow and steady. 

Rye was dull and ge lower, No. 2 spot selling 
at 58c, with October and November at the same 
figure, the latter seilingin settlement. Decem- 
ber was nominally 60c, seller the year selling 
early at 580, closing at 57 bid. Rejected 540. 
Samples were slow. 

Barley was weak and 3c lower for No. 2, 
with sales of spot at e, and seller November at 
83060. No. 3 sold at 554 50% % for spot and 5540 
57c for November, closing at the outside in both 
cases. No. 4 was nominally 4lc. Sampies were 
in fair demand for the medium lots, choice 
moving siowly. 

The demand for groceries was reported fair. 
Prices were steady for most lines. Dry goods 
remain quiet, but jobbers look fora better trade 
as soon as cold weather setsin. Prices are easy. 
Boots and shoes and clothing are moving freely 
at steady figures. The dried-fruit trade is mod- 
erately active and prices of most lines are 
steady. Fish remain firm. Prices of butter 
were easier, the lessened demand making hold- 
ers more anxious to effect sales. Cheese re- 
mained as last quoted, Oils were generally 
firm. Coal and pig-iron remain dull. 

Broom-corn is steady at quotations. In green 
fruits peaches are coming forwardin licht quan- 
tities, most of the stock being poor. The light 
receipts of choice are selling at high prices. 
Grapes plenty and steady. Apples a shade firm- 
er, with really tine stock scarce. Hides dull and 
steady. Potatoes were holding at 45@50c by the 
car-lot on track. Hay was weak for timothy at 
$12.0@122.530 per tou tor No. 1. Prairie hay wus 
steady. In seeds timothy was steady at $1.70 for 
vrime; elover-seed at $5.50@5.80 for prime to 
choice; and flaxseed sold at $L21@L2 on track. 

The st. Louis people appear to have been un- 
able to abolish their rules against corners. The 
argument fora change was that the present 
rules encourage depressions in prices, which 
discourage the sending of produce to St. Louis 
as a market. 

Some of the boysin the provision crowd have 
succeeded at last In obtaining advice from the 
pork King. He advises them to sell provisions. 
Aud now they are ia doubt whether it is best to 
follow the advice or to copper it. 

The corn crop of Kentucky was sold on Mon- 
day, that of Tennessee on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, that of Alabama on Thursday, and the 
crop of dunderheads was sold yesterday. 

It was remarked yesterday that the Armour 
corner in wheat has broken the Russian mer- 
chants. They began to operate on big prices, 
and find themselves grievously left. 

The weevil is making its appearance in wheat 
cargoes arriving off the English coast. The in- 
feated wheat was shipped from the South. The 
weevil is at home only in Southern-crown wia- 
ter wheat, and it becomes a question if the mag- 
nificent crop of wheat grownin the Southern 
States this year is to be much lessened in value 
from this cause. 

A correspondent at Onarga, III., states that a 
card from Cairo has beenreceived there asking 
the price of mixed corn on track. Also requests 
have been received from Tennessee to quote 
wheat and oats on track. The writer of the note 
infers that there is some idea of obtaining grain 
at Onarga forthe supply of Southern points, 
which would indicate that the talk about send- 
ing Southern corn here is simply for effect. 
Perhaps so. But suppose the good folks in the 
South want to elevate Onarga toa hitherto un- 
dreamed-of dignity by making it a receiving 
point for Southern grain! How then? 

Ewen Bros., of New York, have issued a sec- 
ond edition of their cotton chart for the current 
year, which coatains a grafical representation 
of the leading facts in the movement und con- 
sumption of this staple.

OKLAHOMA, 


The Speedy Opening of Indian Terri- 
tory Desired by the Western Peopic, 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Wicurra, Kas., Oct. 26.—There is a very 
earnest desire on the part of many poo 
ple in the Union for the speedy open- 
ing of Indian Territory to the set- 
tle ment of the whites. Lf the provisions 
of the treaty of 1866 were carried out the 
Aine agricultural, mineral, and grazing lands 
of Indian Territory would now be com- 
paratively open to the push and progress of 
the white man. The treaty of 1866 stipu- 
lated for the organization of a United States 
Court in the Territory, for the election of a 
Delegate to Congress, and the establishment 
of a Territorial Government. These provis- 
ions of the treaty have never been carried 
out. Only one of the leading Chiefs of the 
Indian Nation has ever been in favor of the 
carrying out of the provisions of that treaty. 
That man is Col. E. C. Boudinot, who did 
as much as any man to bring about the 
treaty. Boudinot has always contended that 
the opening of the Territory to white 
settiement, and the mingling of the two races, 
would tend to elevate the red man and better 
his condition. Boudinot is an. educated In- 
dian, a member of the Cherokee Nation, and 
on the whole a very remarkable man. For 
several yearg past Boudinot has favored the 
building of railway lines across Indian 
Territory. Heclaims thatthe 14,000,000 acres 
of land in the heartof Indian Territory 
purchased by the Government in 1866 from 
the Creeks, Choctaws, Seminoles, and Chic- 
asaws are now a portion of the public do- 
main and open to settlement by the whites 
under the Homestead and Preémption laws of 
the United States. 

That when the Government 1 
these lands it intended to locate thereon the 
wild tribes of the plains and the freedwen of 
the South. There are no freedmen now; ail 
are citizens alike under the Constitution of 
the United States. The other tribes, known 
formerly as the wild tribes of the plains, 
were not located on lands be- 
cause of their proximity to the populous 
settlements in Kansas, Arkansas, and Texas, 
and the constant menace that their presence 
would be to the surrounding territory. Also 
from the fact that in 1870 Congress passed a 
law declaring that certain tribes should not 
be located there. For this reason Col. Bou- 
dinot and the best legal talent in the West 
have claimed that these lands, known as the 
Oklahowa lands, are a portion of the public 
domain. The Indlau title to these lands has 
been fully and entirely extinguished. The 
lands are unoccupied. ‘They are nota part 
of any reservation. These are the lands 
which Capt. Payne and the Oklahoma colony 
have so long been attempting to colonize. 

But the 14,000,000 acres of land known now 
as the Oklahoma lands are but a small por- 
tion of the fertile lands of Indian Territory, 
which in all . 44,154,240, including a 
fertility and depth of soil the finest west of 
the Mississippi River. This vast domain, 
compris hill, dale, sunny slope, and love- 
ly valley, is today virtually unoccupied, be- 
ing the home of less than 70,000 people, while 
Indian Territory, properly developed and 
opened by the industry of the white man, is 
capable of n i happy and prosperous 
people of 5,000,000 souls. e entire coun- 
try within the boundary lines of the Indian 
is at the mercy of greedy Governinentageuts, 
the rendezvous of lazy, thriftless, wordless 
Indians and halt-breeds, harbor of 
criminals of the worst — who have fled 
here from the neighboring States. ‘The Ter- 
ritory may also bea «co place to hold a 
large portion of the regular army of the 
United States, and a fine field for the opera- 
tions of the Indian ring. But the Quaker 
policy, which in the past has furnished the 
Indian the latest and most approved pattern 
of Winchester and Spencer rifles,should now 
furnish Mr. Indiau with a hoe, and the same 
chain of circumstances which compel the 
Mongolian to labor for his bread should also 
compel“ Lo” to do the same. As Indian 
Territory now is it is a mere hunting ground 
for wandering bands of Indians, and an un- 
productive waste. The great transcontinental 
lines of railway halt at the boundasies of the 
Territory. Situated as it is, centrally located 
— 1 between the oceans, it is a stum- 
bling block to progress, and commerce Is im- 
peded, There are no towns of any conse- 
quence and but few aggregations of houses. 
Agriculture is almost unknown. min- 
eral resources of the country, and they are 
known to be very great, lie dormant, except 
in one instance, wuere Eastern capital has 
gained control of the southwestern coal in- 
terest in the Choctaw Nation, Bridges and 
roadways are unknown. This entire matter 
must be changed. The growth of the coun- 
try demands it. The scarcity of fertile avail- 
able Government land in America impera- 
tively demands it.

The Rich Widows of New Work and 
Their Personal Charactoristics. 

New York letter: New York at present 
contains a number of rich widows who, 
though now out of town, are still within our 
direct line of population. One of these is 
Mrs. Paran Stevens, widow of the opulent 
landlord. The latter was of New England 
birth, and had a rure faculty for hotelkeev- 
ing. He had several establishments of this 
kind in the Eastern cities, and wade them 
profitable while other landlords failed. In 
1856 he became interested in the erection of a 
grand house of which Amos R. Eno was 
proprietor, and which has become widely 
known as the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Here he 
was remarkably successful, and at his death 
his estate was upward ofa million. Mrs. 
Stevens, in view of her great wealth, was 

soon received into good society, but did not 
reach the highest ton until she succeeded in 
dining the Russian Prince who was here 
with his fleet. This was a wonderful 
feat, and oceasioned great dissatisfaction 
with many old families, who were annoyed 
at the rapid advance of a parvenu. Mrs. 
Stevens, like Mrs. Leo Hunter (in Pickwick), 
carried off the prize, and the Duke escorted 
her daughter to the theatre, and she after- 
ward married a British fortune-hunter, who 
gave her a title In exchange for the money 
her father made in tavern-keeping. Mrs. 
Stevens is now at Newport, and, under all 
these circumstances, is received into the best 
circles. 

Mrs. A. T. Stewart, who is the richest wid- 
ow in the Union, is a native of this city, and 
was born in humble life. Her brother, the 
late Charies Clineh, considered himself fort- 
unate to get a berth in the custom-house, 
where he gradually became an expert, and 
was retained longer than any other official. 
She married Stewart while he was keeping a 
petty retail store, and they began house- 
keeping under very humble circumstances, 
When Stewart got up in the world one of the 
indications was found in the fact that he and 
his wife took board at the Astor House, 
whieh then was the finest hotel in the city. 
Mrs. Stewart now occupies the Krand- 
est private mansion, with but one ex- 
ception, in America, which during her 
visit to Saratoga is in care of a family of 
trusty servants. The apartments for the lat- 
ter are more elegant than anything the Stew- 
arts had during the first ten years of their 
married life. 

Mrs. Stewart has for many years been a 
member of St. Marks Church, but she was 
kept on such ashort allowance by her hus- 
band that she could not assistin any of the 
benevolent operations of the society. Her 
parsimony at last became proverbial, but it 
is now evident that it was solely due to the 
hard-hearted husband. Since his death she 
has shown some liberality, though by ho 
means equal to the extent which might have 
been expected. Mrs. Stewart’s property is 
estimated at 810,000,000, not including the 
palace she occupies, which cost $1,000,000, 
The taxes on this buildmg were last vear 
$9,000, and this year may be a trifle less. Mrs, 
Stewart’s pastor (Kylance) recently visited 
England, of which country he is a native. 
lie could there mention the remarkable fact 
that a lady in his congregation was engaged 
in buildmg a cathedral as a monument for 
her husband. Such things have seldom been 
done even in the Old World. 

The Commodore’s widows is the youngest 
of all the rich widows, and has thus far had 
the best chance. Her life has been some- 
what eventful. She is an old uaintance 
ot the Vanderbilts, and was married early, 
but not happily. According to report slie 
obtained a divorce, and then supported her- 
self teaching music. During the War she 
was in the South, and was aided pecuniarily 
by the Commodore. At its close she came 
North, and as the Commodore soon after- 
ward became a widower their marriage was 
a natural consequence. Mrs. Vanderbilt is 
under 50. She has a legacy of $800,000, being 
at the rate of $100,000 a year for her mar- 
ried life, and the interest on this is equal to 
$1,000 per week. She can now marry to suit 
herself. She has long been an admirer of 
Deems, the preacher, and this influence led 
the Commodore te endow the Nashville Col- 
lege. She attends the “Church of the Strang- 
ers.“ where Deems preaches, his tenets being 
much the same as those held by the Method- 
ists. He has the free use of the chureh for 
life, and therefore cannot go into the itin- 
eracy. Another rich widow is Mrs. M. O. 
Roberts, who, after three years of married 
life, was left witha dower in an estate worth 
six millions. She gtill occupies the house 
built by her husb in the Fifth avenue, and 
has a rare gallery of pictures. Report at one 
time connected her name with that of the 
President, but there are at present no indica- 
tions of a matrimonal character. 

I might here give some interesting names 
of acircleeach worth from $250,000 to double 
that sum, but itis hardly proper to attract 
fortune hunters from other places to this 
city. Every rich widow will be sought for 
as long as any hope may exist. Some time 
ago one of this class, whose husband had 

n a successful merchant, was surprised 
by acall from a well-known lawyerfrom the 
centre of the State. His card was sent un, 
but she declined an interview, being well 
aware he came on a matrimonial errand which 
she was determined not to encourage. But, 
however attractive their case may be, experi- 
ence has shown that itis not always safe to 
marry these rich widows. Aaron Burr tried 
it, but the bride (Mme. Jumel) soon turned 
him out of the house. Charles O’Conor also 
married a widow of some property (Mrs, 
er but a separation soon took 
place. and the famous lawyer gave his wife a 
separate establishment as long as she lived. 
A number of similar instances could be 
given did we have space for this interesting 
subject.

Plain, wholesome and nutritious food is suffi- 
cient: and if this were adhered to there 
would be less sickness among dogs. Dis- 
temper is as fatal to dogs as consumption is 
to the human family. It is a general catar- 
rhal disorder of three different stages. It's 
not ouly cruel, but insane, for people to stick 
a piece of copbler’s wax on the nose of the 
animal, as it only irritates the disease. No 
meat should be allowed the dog when suffer- 
ing from this disease. A well-bred dog is 
more apt to die than a street cur, as the latter 
is more hardened and better able to with- 
stand the affliction. Pneumonia, pleurisy 
bronchitis, laryngitis, influenza, St. Vitus 
dance, small-pox, constipation, hernia, and 
colic are a few of the diseases I am often 
called upon to cure. Consumption imfre- 
quently occurs. Inflammation of the lungs 
is quite a common thing, as it is caused by 
men kicking their dogs in the ribs.”’
